Can you please add the following item to the Selectman's July 24, 2017 meeting agenda: 

Review and determine the Maximum Useful Life of two planned FY2018 capital asset purchases that will be 
financed. 

There's an attachment to this e-mail that will need to be included, and a brief summary of why we're asking for 
this vote, below. 

Members of the Board of Selectmen: 

As you recall from prior years, the town is allowed under applicable state law to extend the borrowing period for 
specific capital assets if it determines that the useful life of the capital asset is more than the borrowing period 
allowed by statute . We are requesting that two items be adjusted: 

A fire truck, whose estimated life based on this vote will be extended from 5 to 20 years. As you may recall from 
prior Town Meeting discussions, Arlington firetrucks last a long time (20 to 30 years). 

A DPW pick-up truck, whose estimate life based on this vote will be extended from 5 to 7 years. This.extension 
of the useful life better reflects the utility of the asset. 

The determination of these useful lives is consistent with the vote of Town Meeting in the Spring 2017, which was 
based on the report submitted by the Capital Planning Committee . Borrowing for these assets was approved by 
Town Meeting with a pro-forma 5 year borrowing schedule that assumed these adjustments would be made.

DATE: July 19, 2017 

On behalf of the dedicated team of town employees that are working to upgrade our financial systems, 
I write to request your approval, under M.G.L. c. 60, § 3A(b), to begin an optional program for 
taxpayers to receive electronic bills. As part of our Phase II implementation of tax collection upgrades, 
the Treasury and Tax Collection Office is ready to implement a paperless billing option as a means for 
taxpayers to receive their Real Estate and/or Personal Property tax bills. 

The Town could realize a cost savings of $.07 per bill and payment transaction if we switch to 
paperless billing and absorb the $.25 ACH fee that is currently passed on to the customer. 

This development will not only allow the Town to save money on printing and postage, it will also 
allow the constituent an eco-friendly alternative to receiving their bill, in the most efficient manner 
possible. As more and more individuals are receiving and paying their bills online, the Town of 
Arlington is always looking at ways to increase customer satisfaction and make the receiving and 
paying of bills as easy and convenient as possible. 

To sign up for paperless billing, all one will need is an email address. Taxpayers will log on to the 
Town's payment processor at www.invoicecloud.com/arlingtonma to locate their account. After 
registering, the taxpayer is allowed to sign up for paperless billing, using information printed on their 
current paper bills, thereby providing a level of security to ensure that a taxpayer can sign up only for 
his or her own account. After signing up, an email will be sent asking the individual to confirm the 
selection. Upon confirmation, the process is complete. Any registrant can log on to his or her account 
to update their settings at any time or can call the Treasurer's Office for assistance. 

In addition to paperless billing, we recently rolled out the ability to schedule payments for a future date 
or sign up for automatic payments of your Real Estate/Personal Property bill on a quarterly basis. This 
is an optional feature that allows the customer to set up a payment, either standalone or on a recurring 
basis. 

The dedicated team of professionals who is implementing our new financial systems is looking 
forward to implementing these changes as well as additional features in the upcoming months.

Each bill or notice shall also have printed on it the last date for the 
assessed owner to apply for abatement and for exemptions under 
clauses other than those specifically listed in said section 59 of 
said chapter 59. Except in the case of a bill or notice for 
reassessed taxes under section 77 of said chapter 59, each bill 
shall also have printed on it the last date on which payment can be 
made without interest being due. If a bill or notice contains an 
erroneous payment or abatement application date that is later than 
the date established under said chapter 59, the date printed on the 
bill or notice shall be the deadline for payment or for applying for 
abatement or exemption, but if the error in the date is the wrong

year, the due date shall be the day and month as printed on the bill 
but for the current year. The commissioner may require, with 
respect to a city or town, that the tax bill or notice include such 
information as the commissioner may determine to be necessary to 
notify taxpayers of changes in the assessed valuation of the 
property. Each bill or notice for real or personal property tax shall 
have printed thereon in a conspicuous place the tax rate for each 
class within the town, as determined by the assessors. In addition, 
each bill or notice for a tax upon real property shall identify each 
parcel separately assessed by street and number or, if no street 
number has been assigned, by lot number, name of property or 
otherwise, shall describe the land, buildings and other things 
erected on or affixed to the property and shall state for each such 
parcel the assessed full and fair cash valuation, the classification, 
the residential or commercial exemption, if applicable, the total 
taxable valuation and the tax due and payable on such property. If 
the assessors have granted the owner an exemption under any 
clause specifically listed in said section 59 of said chapter 59, the 
bill or notice of such owner may also show the exemption and the 
tax, as exempted, that is due and payable on such property. 

(b) The collector may issue the bill or notice required by section 
3 in electronic form, provided that the electronic bill or notice 
meets the standards set forth in subsection (a). An electronic bill 
or notice issued shall be under voluntary programs established by

the collector, with the approval of the board of selectmen or 
mayor, as the case may be. No political subdivision shall require a 
taxpayer to take part in an electronic billing system or program. 

(c) The collector may include in the envelope or electronic 
message in which a property tax bill is sent those bills or notices 
for rates, fees and charges assessed by the city or town for water 
or sewer use, solid waste disposal or collection or electric, gas or 
other utility services as may be authorized by ordinance or by-law; 
provided, however, that the bills or notices shall be separate and 
distinct from the property tax bills. The ordinance or by-law may 
authorize the collector, upon vote of any municipal water and 
sewer commission established by the city or town under chapter 
40N or by special act, to include bills or notices for rates, fees or 
charges assessed by the commission for water or sewer use. 

(d) The collector may, with the approval of the board of 
selectmen or mayor, as the case may be, include in the envelope or 
electronic message in which a property tax bill is sent nonpolitical 
municipal informational material; provided, however, that if such 
nonpolitical municipal informational material is mailed, it shall 
not be included if the material causes an increase in the postage 
required to mail the tax bill.

Not one of the allegations made by Megan Murphy in connection with her complaint to 
your office was substantiated. In fact, two of the three allegations were false. 

/ V 

/ 

1) Ms. Murphy alleged that our dog Laddie bit her child. This allegation is false. When 
we all met at Ms. Murphy's home on Thursday September 16, 2015: 

• Ms. Murphy admitted she did not witness the event. 

• Ms. Murphy admitted that there was no break in the skin on the child's arm or leg 
attributable to an alleged “bite.” 

• Ms. Murphy offered no other witness account of the event. 

• The sole witness statement came from Hector Berman-Sample who was present at 
the encounter. Hector stated that the dog jumped up and put his front paws on the 
child and returned to the ground of his own volition. He unequivocally stated that 
at no time did the dog bite the child. 

2) Ms. Murphy alleged that Laddie had to be "dragged off' her child. This 
allegation is false. When we all met at Ms. Murphy's home on Thursday September 16, 
2015: 

® Ms. Murphy admitted that she did not see any such event. In fact, she admitted 
that she did not see any anything happen between her child and our dog. 

• Ms. Murphy offered no witness account or any other evidence in support of this 
allegation.

• The sole witness statement came from Hector Berman-Sample who stated 
unequivocally that the dog jumped up and put his paws on the child and 



immediately returned to the ground of his own volition. Hector then led him 
away. 

3) Ms. Murphy alleged that her child received injury to one upper arm in the form of 

small bruises and to one leg in the form of small bruises and a scratch. Ms. Murphy 

admitted that the scratch was not consistent with a bite. None of these alleged 

injuries was substantiated. 

« Immediately after the event I exami n ed the child's arm (which was the only area 
mentioned at the time of the event). I saw no visible injury of any kind. I saw no 
alteration of her skin whatsoever ‘ 

i 

• The following morning, on approximately August 9, the child greeteci me from 

her back yard. She was wearing a top with very short sleeves so I was able to 
observe her upper arm. I observed no injury or bruises of any kind and the child 
made no reference to any. v 5 

» Within a day or so after Ms. Murphy and her children returned from a short 
vacation, I saw the child in her yard. Again, I observed no. sign of injury to the 
child. 

• Although we are next door neighbors with a 5 year history of typical neighbor 
interactions, Ms. Murphy never called us, had a personal discussion, left a note or 
in any other way communicated to us her allegations that her child sustained any 
injury at all from our dog. The first time we heard any such allegation of a dog 
bitr was when we returned from vacation on September 6 and found a notice 
from you indicating that you had attempted to contact us on August 28, while we 
were on vacation. Suggestion that there was an injury came even later. 

• When we met on September 16, 2015 Ms. Murphy said that she did not inform us 
of her allegations of injuries because we were away on vacation. The statement is 
inaccurate. The interaction took place on or about August 8, 2015. Ms. Murphy 
was out of town from approximately August 9 to approximately August 16. I left 
for vacation on August 26. Thus there was an approximately 10 day period 
(August 16 — 26) during which Ms. Murphy could have personally notified us of 
injuries, had there, in fact, been any. 

• Ms. Murphy offered no direct evidence whatsoever of any injury to her child. She 
provided no photograph or video of the alleged injuries or any doctor's report. 

• If any such injuries existed they could have been documented at the time via any 
of thb methods listed above and we could have easily been notified. No such 
evidence exists. These allegations of injuries are wholly unsubstantiated.

We are concerned that the practice at Arlington Animal Control is to adopt a complaining 
party's rendition of an event even if there is no supporting evidence, which is the case here. We 
object to any reference in Animal Control files to a “bite” or “injuries” by our dog as alleged by 
Ms. Murphy when this allegation—and the rest of her allegations-are wholly unsubstantiated. 
We request that this letter be included in your files in connection with this complaint and made a 
part of any findings you render.

Narrative 

9/1/15 - Megan Ward returned my message today. She had said the family 
who lives at 26 Magnolia Street are currently on vacation which is 
probably why they have not gotten back to me yet. 

Megan stated that the day the dog bite happened, her children and the dog 
owners children had been running around all day, making noise and 
playing tag. The dog had been on the back porch barking at them 
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throughout the day. Later on, towards the end of the day Megan stated 
that one of the kids or someone who lives at 26 Magnolia has accidently 
left the porch door open and Laddie ran out and ran at her daughter 
Aurora Solorazano DOB 8/24/2008. She had been playing in the yard, the 
dog bit her in the upper arm near the shoulder and scratched her leg. 
Neither were puncture wounds, the only wound she had was from the dogs 
paw scratching her. Megan said one of the owners was very apologetic, the 
other blamed it on the kids being lound and running around. Megan stated 
that her daughter is fine now, they showed her proof of the rabies vaccine 
and Aurora did not need futher treatment. Megan asked that I go by and 
speak with the owners to make sure this will not happen again. 

Megan stated that Emily Sample and family are on vacation this week and 
she is not sure when she will be back. I left a door hanger note on their 
front door to call me in regards to the incident. 

School starts next week so they should be back from vacation by then, I 
will be stopping by periodically throughout the week to try and catch them 
at home. 


9/11/15 - Emily and I had set up a time to meet at 3:30pm today in regards 
to the "dog bite" incident, but we ended up speaking at Thorndike Field 
earlier as she was there with Laddie. From Emily’s side of the story, Laddie 
did not bite Megan's daughter Aurora, she was told that the only mark 
Aurora had on her arm was an old one and not from the dog, with no other 
wounds present. I asked Emily if she would be comfortable setting up a 
meeting between her, Megan and I so we can get all of the info out 
together instead of me being the messenger and she was fine with it. I 
spoke with Megan who said she can meet on Monday 9/14/15 at 8am. I 
sent a confirmation email to both parties to confirm that this would work, 
Monday would not work so Thursday 9/17/15 at 8am would work better. 

Emily brings Laddie to training classes at the MSPCA- Boston with Carol 
Bradford. I called and left a message with the desk at the MSPCA to have 
Carol call me to describe Laddie's behavior in class. Emily also stated that 
Laddie is CGC trained. Laddie was a very laid back dog when I met him 
today at the park, he does have terrier in him which could be why he is 
chasing after running children. We will all meet and figure out a solution 
to prevent this from reoccuring. 
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9/17/15 -1 went over and met with Emily and Megan this morning. Emily, 
her partner, their 2 children and I went over to Megan’s house at 20 
Magnolia Street at 8:15am. We sat down in Megan's living room and had 
both Emily and Megan tell each other's side of the story. Neither party was 
present at the time of the incident, the children were the only ones who 
actually saw anything. Emily's son Ector stated that the kids were playing 
in the backyard, someone left the door open and Laddie had come running 
out, when he saw Laddie come out of the door he had told Aurora that she 
should go home. Ector stated that he had grabbed Laddie's collar, but that 
Laddie still was able to jump up on Aurora then jumped down, he stated 
that he did not see Laddie bite Aurora or scratch her. Ector had Laddie by 
the collar and brought him to Emily to bring inside. Aurora was not 
present at the meeting, Megan stated that she did not see any wounds on 
Aurora immedately after the incident, the next day they had left for 
vacation and Megan had noticed bruises on Aurora's arm that were 
consitant with dog teeth marks, and also saw a scratch on the back of 
Aurora's leg that was consistant with a dog scratch mark. 

During the conversation, both parties could not agree on what had 
happened during the incident with Auora and Laddie. Emily stated that 
she did not believe this incident ever happened and Megan had no proof 
that it had happened other than what she had seen. I did state during the 
meeting that Laddie did have a history of chasing another person that was 
running past the house so it could be something that is part of his breed, 
Emily was very upset that I brought past history up and said she will be 
filing an affidavit against that report. The conversation lasted about 30 
minutes, both parties were able to agree that if Laddie was out in the yard 
that Megan’s children were to go back to their house until he was brought 
back inside. Both parties also agreed that if the children were screaming in 
the yard, both parties would let their children know they had to 
discontinue. Both will make their children aware that they should not be 
continually screaming to aggrivate the dog (decided upon by both parties). 
Megan made Emily fully aware that if Laddie should bite any of her 
children she will be calling the police immediately, for the time being their 
children will continue to play. 

Outside after we had left Megan's house Emily spoke with me and told me 
she was upset that I had brought past history up, she stated that the man 
who the report claims that Laddie chased and grabbed his pants had 
actually attacked Laddie, grabbed him by the neck and pinned him down. 
Emily stated that she was the one who had to call the police and that she 
had to stand between them so the man did not hurt the dog. I told her she 
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can do what ever she feels necessary and I would be happy to read the 
report to her if she would like to see it. I was not present for any of these 
incidents, all that I am aware of is what it says in the reports. 

The argument had been settled, either party will contact me if there is an 
issue with Laddie in the future.

Eunjoo asked if this dog did this frequently because the two women who 
were walking the dog were not apologetic and Eunjoo stated that one of 
them said to her that "Laddie" has a rabies vaccine, she should just wash it 
off and she would be fine. 

Eunjoo stated that she went to Mt. Auburn Hospital in Cambridge, she was 
given a Tetanus booster vaccination and was put on 7 days of antibiotics. 

Eunjoo stated that she did fall over and has scrapes on her knees and 
bruises. 

I informed Eunjoo that "Laddie" will be put on a 10 day quarantine, I will 
be in contact with her before the 10 days are up if any signs of rabies are 
showing, otherwise I will contact her after the quarantine is complete. 

I will be meeting with Emily and Sara tomorrow morning to discuss the

This Animal Control Officer, Katie Kozikowski, reported to 26 Magnolia 
Street to speak with Emily Sample and Sara Burfnan in regards to the 
incident that occured on Saturday 2/13/16 with their dog "Laddie" since 
the information I received from the jogger that was bitten was different 
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than what Sara and Emily had reported. 

I met with Emily and Sara at or about 7:30am until about 8:30am this 
morning. I informed both parties that the jogger, Eunjoo, reported that 
she had 2 puncture wounds in her leg and that she fell after being bitten 
by "Laddie". I also informed them that Eunjoo asked if "Laddie" had other 
issues with biting people because of how she reported that Emily and Sara 
reacted to the incident. 

During the meeting, Emily, Sara and I discussed how to best keep "Laddie" 
from having any more of these incidents. I recommended 
keeping "Laddie" on a 4 foot lead and/or have him wear a basket muzzle 
when out in public, see the letter attached signed by both Emily and Sara. 

I did inform Emily and Sara that anyone can request a dangerous dog 
hearing, but if they do not follow my recommendations and "Laddie" has 
another incident breaking skin on someone, then a hearing will be 
requested for them. Emily and Sara agreed that they will be purchasing a 
basket muzzle ASAP as well as a 4 foot lead. I also recommended a head 
harness if the basket muzzle isn't working, but only in worse case senario 
if "Laddie" could not keep the muzzle on. Emily also mentioned 
taking "Laddie" to more classes to keep up their relationship with each 
other and to keep "Laddie" busy. 

I will be following up with "Laddie" on the 23rd after his quarantine is 
complete, Emily will also send me picture text updates on how "Laddie" is 
doing and coping with his new basket muzzle. 

My interaction with "Laddie" today was, again, positive. He greated me as 
I approached the upstairs and sat politely at my feet during the discussion. 
At the end he sat up for pets and gave me his paw. 

After I had left 26 Magnolia, I received a phone call from Eunjoo Sohn she 
agreed that she would email me a statement on what had occured as well 
as pictures of her injury. She stated that she has been bleeding for 3 days. 
Eunjoo asked what would be happening with "Laddie" and I told her the 
plan I had discussed with Emily and Sara.

I have met with you twice, once in August of 2015 and just recently in February of 2016, in regards to 
two separate incidents with your dog “Laddie” who resides with you at 26 Magnolia Street in Arlington, 
MA. Both incidents discussed have involved “Laddie” using her mouth on a person (one being a child) 
running past or near her. There are 2 previous incidents that I have located in the police records, one in 
2013 and one in 2012 where the previous Animal Control Officer assisted with dog bites that involved 
“Laddie”, I cannot comment on these as they were before my time as the Animal Control Officer. As I 
had previously discussed with you, most incidents seem to be from people running past Laddie which 
can elicit a chase instinct that is present in most dogs, it does not appear to be out of aggression but more 
of a chase and grab. On the 3 occasions I have met “Laddie” she appears to be very friendly and relaxed 
every time. I do believe that she is a good, well behaved dog but also believe she does have a chase 
instinct. With these past incidents, my recommendations to you will be to keep Laddie on a short, four 
foot leash or use a basket muzzle when taking her on walks to avoid any more potential bites, whether 
they be by accident or not. If these recommendations are not followed, and she bites again, you will be 
called to a dangerous dog hearing and will be required to present yourself in front of the selectmen with 
the town of Arlington. I would like to avoid this, if possible, and see what type of plan we can come up 
with to prevent this from continuing to occur and I will do as much as I can within my power to assist you 
with what needs to be done.

The Engineering Division has reviewed the petition by National Grid for consideration of a Grant of Location for the 
installation of 122 LF +/- of 6” Plastic Gas Main as indicated on the provided Engineering Design Sketch (Plan GP- 
ARL-1150589-17-34). 

Since the portion of Wright St. is a private way, we do not recommend issuing or denying a Grant of Location for this. 
However, we do recommend notifying the Applicant that the required Street Opening Permit Application, which will 
be required for this work, should include an agreement between the Applicant and the direct abutters to the work 
specifying the requirements for restoration of the road and work-site upon completion of the project. 

We are also recommending the following items listed below to allow the Engineering Division to review the proposed 
gas main location and provide input to the contractor directly to prevent impacts to any Town-Owned infrastructure 
within the roadway limits: 

1. The proposed gas main installation shall be located/installed in the roadway so as not to 
impede future roadway improvements (i.e, curb adjustment, guardrail installation, water, 
sewer or drainage rehabilitations etc.). 

2. The proposed gas main location shall be pre-marked in the roadway prior to any construction 
activities. A site walk with the Town of Arlington Water & Sewer Division and/or 
Engineering Division be scheduled by National Grid to approve the proposed gas main 
location based on known utility locations prior to the commencement of work. 

3. The construction of the gas main installation will require additional permitting (Trench 
Permit and/or Street Occupancy Permit) through the Town of Arlington Engineering Division 
prior to the start of construction. 

4. Once work has been completed and the work area has endured a full season of winter 
conditions the applicant shall meet with the Engineering Division to inspect the condition of 
the trench and determine any remaining project or pavement restoration requirements.

Section 1. Classification

The Board upon receipt of such a petition shall hold 
a public hearing on the advisability of ordering the repairs and the kind and extent 
thereof. All of the abutters on all of the ways represented shall be given written notice of 
the hearing not less than seven days prior thereto. 

Section 6. Assessment of costs 

(ART. 23, ATM- 04/28/04) (ART 35, ATM-05/18/05) 

The costs of all labor and materials and processing shall be assessed equally to all 
abutters on the private way, or portion thereof, or if the Board votes to order any repairs 
pursuant to a petition filed under Section 5 all the abutters on all the private ways to be 
repaired without regard to linear frontage. 

A one-third deposit of the total estimated cost of the completion of the repair project shall 
be required before any work can be commenced. All remaining costs shall be 
apportioned, assessed and collected on a per-property basis pursuant to the procedures 
provided in Chapter 80 of the General Laws, the Betterment Act, including the placing of 
liens on the affected property and the collection of apportioned costs by means of 
property tax collection. 

Any and all such deposits shall be deducted from the equalized share of the property 
owners actually paying. 

Section 7. Collection of Apportioned Share 
(ART. 35, ATM- 05/18/05) 

The Board of Selectmen before authorizing any repairs shall adopt a formal Betterment 
Order which shall require each abutter to pay his/her property’s unpaid apportioned share 
of the repair cost over a five-year period to include interest at 5 percent or 2 percent above 
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the cost (including Town oversight and administration costs) of any bond issued to fund 
the repair in question. The Assessors in conjunction with the Town Tax Collector will 
commit such amount to the respective abutters property tax bill and the Engineering 
Division of the Public Works Department will cause same to be recorded at the Registry 
of Deeds so that same runs with the land. 

Section 8. Liability 

{ART. 35, ATM-05/18/05) (ART. 19, ATM- 05/04/92) 

There shall be a limitation of liability on the Town of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for 
any damages arising from any negligent repair of the private way which shall include 
damage from surface water run-off. 

No repair shall be commenced until all the petitioners have signed an agreement with the 
Town holding the Town harmless from any additional damages arising from any 
negligent repair and providing evidence of insurance to the satisfaction of the Town. 
However, nothing in this paragraph shall excuse the Town from damages to property 
caused by the Town or agents thereof, during the repair process.

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A business proposal for Arlington Heights: A shared space between Art Lounge and 
a new cafe: 

We, Sarah Short and Emily Patel, are the owners of a small but growing granola company - The 
Roasted Granola. We have been in business since September 2013 when we started baking granola in 
our residential kitchen (Emily's house in Lexington, MA). We sold our granola at a few local farmers 
markets and retail locations. As the demand for our products began to grow, we rented space in a 
commercial kitchen in Shirley, MA. The rented space is no longer able to support the size of our 
business so we have decided it would be best to open our own kitchen. We also reassessed our 
business goals. 

We realized we would like to become a part of a community - we felt isolated in Shirley and removed 
from our local communities. With this in mind, we looked at spaces in Arlington where Sarah is a 
resident and we considered finding a location where we could both grow our granola business as 
well as open a cafe. 

We knew the Art Lounge to be a business open predominantly during the evening hours. We have 
met with the owners of Art Lounge and they are excited by the prospect of sharing the space with us. 
We also had a very positive response from Ali Carter, the Economic Development Coordinator. We 
have also seen the results of a survey sent to residents of Arlington Heights. .The survey was 
conducted in the spring of 2016 and, among other things, it indicates many residents would like to 
see an independent cafe in the Heights. 

Art Lounge currently offers evening art classes with a selection of light snacks, beer and wine. They 
also do private events and birthday parties on weekend afternoons and evenings. In contrast, we will 
use the same business location during the morning and afternoon hours. The Roasted Granola will 
use the kitchen during the morning and afternoon to continue our granola business and we will use 
the main event area to open a cafe offering granola, oatmeal, a small selection of bakery items, yogurt 
and fruit, as well as coffees and teas. 

We plan to utilize the space at 1346 Massachusetts Avenue from approximately 7:00am to 4:00pm on 
weekdays and 7:00 to 1:00 on weekends. These are the hours the Art Lounge is not using the space. 
We will be separate businesses occupying the same space at different times. We believe our caf6 will 
bring more people to Arlington Heights shopping center.

Summary of Findings and Decision 

On June 19, 2017, after proper notice and hearing, the Town of Arlington Board 
of Selectmen, in its capacity as local liquor licensing authority (“LLA”), unanimously 
voted to order suspension of the above-referenced license for three consecutive (3) days 
beginning on the same day of the week that the violation was committed (a Monday) in 
August, the specific date to be designated by the Licensee and reported to the Board staff. 



In accordance with G.L. c. 138, § 23, the LLA hereby provides this statement of reasons 
for its action. 


Procedural History 

The Arlington Police Department (“Department”), as the duly appointed agent for 
the LLA, conducted alcohol compliance checks on February 27, 2017, February 28, 
2017, and March 8, 2017. The Department later notified the LLA of the results of that 
operation, including advising the LLA of those licensees which failed the compliance 
check, including Bistro Duet. In accordance with G.L. c. 138, § 23(4), the Board 
scheduled a hearing on June 19, 2017, at approximately 7:15 p.m. to consider the 
February 27, 2017 compliance check failures, including Bistro Duet. The licensee was 
notified of the hearing by certified letter dated May 15, 2017, and acknowledged receipt 
of same. The hearing was postponed until June 19, 2017, and the Licensee was so 
advised. 

Questions Presented 

(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
licensed premises on or about February 27, 2017, by the sale or delivery of 
alcoholic beverage(s) to one or more underage persons? 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning the above- 
referenced license as a result? 



Evidence 


The following documents were accepted and made part of the record: 

(A) Arlington Police Department Incident Report # 17005217/1 
(February 27,2017); 

(B) Bistro Duet’s Alcohol Service Package, including: (1) Bistro Duet’s Updated 
Alcohol Service Policy; (2) Documentation of Employee Sign-Offs for Alcohol 
Service Training and Policies (both original sign-offs prior to the incident, and 
renewed sign-offs for revised policies by all staff); (3) Documentation of 
Discipline for the Bistro Duet bartender who served the underaged operatives; (4) 
a new Alcohol Service “Rip-Off’ Calendar to highlight the precise legal age of 
drinking each day; (5) documentation of renewed TIPS certifications; and (6) a 
new alcohol service incident log book. 

The following witnesses appeared and testified: 

(1) Inspector Stephen Porciello, Arlington Police Department: 
summarized the amiual alcohol compliance check operation and investigatory 
findings of the Department, especially information codified in Incident Report 
No. 17005217, which recorded the details of Bistro Duet’s compliance check 
failure; and 

(2) Wayne Duprey, Co-Owner and Manager of Bistro Duet: 
apologized profusely for the violation, which he did not dispute. He explained in 
detail the circumstances which led to the violation, the discipline meted out to that 





employee, revisions to policies and trainings, and other measures being taken to 
prevent future violations. 

(3) John Leone, Esq., Counsel for Bistro Duet: providing supporting 
details on the policies and training of the Licensee, old and new, as well as details of the 
incident. 


Findings of Fact 

On the basis of the evidence presented at the June 19, 2017 hearing, described 
above, and judicially noticeable information, the LLA made the following findings of 
fact: 

1. On February 27,2017, the Arlington Police Department, through Inspector 
Stephen Porciello and Detective Sergeant Bryan Gallagher, conducted alcohol 
compliance checks of thirteen of the Town’s restaurants licensed to sell alcoholic 
beverages for consumption on the premises under G.L. c. 138, § 12 (subsequent further 
compliance checks of other license holders on or about February 28, 2017, and March 8, 
2017). Porciello Testimony; Incident Report. 

2. The compliance check was conducted in similar fashion to previous 
checks conducted in Arlington and in accordance with the Compliance Check Guidelines 
of the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission. Porciello Testimony. 

3. As part of this compliance check, two underaged operatives were sent into 
each establishment with no identification. The operatives attempted to purchase 
alcoholic beverages in each establishment. At the Licensed Premises on February 27, 
2017, the two operatives ordered, and were each served bottles Kronenbourg 1164 beer 





by a white male who was approximately 6’00” with an average build. He was not 
wearing a name tag. The operatives paid for the drinks and received change and a 
receipt. The operatives did not consume the beverages but left the restaurant. The 
bartender in question, subsequently identified as Mr. Tim Hurlburt acknowledged the 
violation, stating “I didn’t ID them, my fault.” Porciello Testimony; Incident Report. 

4. This is the first alcohol or liquor violation that has been documented 
relative to Bistro Duet. The Licensee did not dispute Inspector Porciello’s rendition of 
the facts or the Incident Report, and its representatives expressed great regret regarding 
the violations. They identified clearly and directly the causes of the violation and the 
Licensee committed itself to reforming its alcohol service policies and training practices, 
having already reviewed new policies with all alcohol-serving staff in advance of the 
hearing. The Licensee provided the LLA with the updated written policies, training 
materials, and TIPS certifications, as well as evidence of their employees’ 
acknowledgment of policies in question. The bartender who made this illegal sale was 
disciplined with a one-week suspension and not permitted back to work without 
additional training. Duprey Testimony; Leone Testimony; Incident Report; Bistro Duet 
Materials. 

5. Specifically, Mr. Duprey admitted that the bartender in question, who had 
only been on staff for three (3) days, had been provided an alcohol service policy 
materials but had yet to return documentation confirming that he had read and 
understood same before coming on shift. Duprey Testimony; Leone Testimony, Bistro 


Duet Materials. 





6. Mr. Duprey testified extensively as to the measures that would be taken to 
address this specific failure, agreeing with the LLA that no alcohol serving employee 
would be allowed on shift without having signed their acknowledgement that they have 
read and understand Bistro Duet’s Alcohol Service Policy and related materials. He 
further committed to using this incident as an occasion to revisit and improve upon other 
areas of alcohol service, such as training on recognition and documentation of concers of 
over-service or aleady intoxicated patrons entering the premises. Duprey Testimony; 
Bistro Duet Matierals. 


Conclusio n 

On the basis of the findings of fact recited above, the LLA made the following 
conclusions on the Questions Presented: 

(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
licensed premises on or about February 27, 2017, by the sale or delivery of 
alcoholic beverage(s) to one or more underage persons? 

Yes. 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning the above- 
referenced license as a result? 

3-day license suspension for consecutive days to commence on a 
Monday, as selected by the Licensee on or after a July 24,2017, but to 
be completed before August 31, 2017. 



Discussion 


Sections 12 and 34 of Chapter 138 of the General Laws prohibit sale or delivery of 
alcoholic beverages to any person under 21 years of age. G.L. c. 138, §§ 12, 34. On 
February 27, 2017, two underaged persons were sold alcoholic beverages by the 
Licensee’s staff on the Licensed Premises. This sale was in violation of Chapter 138, as 
well as the regulations of the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission at 204 C.M.R. 
2.05(2). 

The LLA has adopted a policy governing the sale of alcoholic beverages by 
restaurants. See Alcohol Licenses and Regulations, at Policies, Rules, and Regulations of 
Alcohol Licenses for Restaurants (revised January 12, 2015) (“Policy”). The Policy 
provides that a first offense of serving alcohol to an underaged person will presumptively 
lead to a license suspension of three to five days to commence on the same day of the 
week as the violation. See Policy at p. 8 Among the factors to be considered in fixing 
the penalty are the quality of the evidence of the violation, the licensee’s procedures for 
avoiding underage sales, efforts made to check identification, nature and circumstances 
of the violation, and history of violations by the licensee. Id. 

Here, the evidence is uncontroverted that the violation occurred and there was no 
effort made to check identification of the underaged operatives. Because it was 
undisputed that the violation occurred, the LLA has no choice but to impose a 
suspension. The LLA expressed some frustration that one of the warnings often 
articulated to new Licensees - that violations typically occur when new staff are hired to 
meet staffing shortages - appeared to have been missed by the License Holder as well as 





concern about Bistro Duet staff such as hostesses juggling too many responsibilities to 
oversee alcohol service policy compliance. 

However, the LLA is satisfied with the detail, scope, and depth of the Licensee’s 
response in formulating and adopting new, more thorough alcohol service policies and 
training, taking disciplinary action to reinforce the seriousness of violations, and using 
this unfortunate incident to prompt further self-analysis. It is the LLA’s understanding 
that Bistro Duet has also already reformed their practice so that alcohol serving 
employees will not be allowed to work in such capacities before management receives 
written acknowledgement of reading and understanding alcohol service rules. The 
Licensee commits to continuing this revised practice in the future. 

Given the comprehensive proactive response by the License Holder to the 
incident, as well as the fact that this is the Licensee’s first recorded violation of any kind, 
the LLA chooses to implement the minimum three-day suspension called for in its 
guidelines for a first offense and will allow the Licensee to determine when the 
suspension shall begin so long as it is served on three consecutive days beginning on the 
day of the week when the violation was committed (a Monday in this instance). 




Order 


For the reasons stated herein, the above-referenced license is SUSPENDED for 
three consecutive (3) days be g innin g on the same day of the week that the violation was 
committed (a Monday) in August, the specific date to be designated by the Licensee and 
reported to the Board staff and to be completed before August 31, 2017. This order does 
not affect the Licensee’s Common Victualler permit, so the Licensee may remain open 
for serving food and non-alcoholic beverages on those days, as long as no alcoholic 
beverages are exposed for sale.

4. This is the first liquor violation documented for the License Holder, who 
did not dispute Inspector Porciello’s rendition of the facts or the Incident Report and 
apologized for the incident. Zhu Testimony. 

5. Co-owner and manager Mr. Bowei Zhu further testified that the server who 
failed to check for ID had been working for him for approximately 3 months, had been 
trained in alcohol service, was reprimanded for the incident and prohibited from serving 
alcohol for one month, and had received further alcohol service training since the 
incident. The Licensee represented that weekly meetings were now being held to 
reinforce alcohol service rules and have been effective. Zhu Testimony. 

6. Mr. Zhu also obtained alcohol service policies from other area restaurants, and 
pledged to update and revise his own in the language of fluency of his employees. 
Further he noted the consistent presence of at least one of three managers on site, and 
posted additional signs regarding alcohol seivice throughout service stations on the 
premises. Zhu Testimony. 





Conclusion 


On the basis of the findings of fact recited above, the LLA made the following 
conclusions on the Questions Presented: 

(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
licensed premises on or about February 27, 2017, by the sale or delivery of 
alcoholic beverage(s) to one or more underage persons? 

Yes. 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning the above- 
referenced license as a result? 

3-day license suspension for consecutive days to commence on a 
Monday, as selected by the Licensee on or after a July 24, 2017, but to 
be completed before August 31, 2017 


Discussion 

Sections 12 and 34 of Chapter 138 of the General Laws prohibit sale or delivery 
of alcoholic beverages to any person under 21 years of age. G.L. c. 138, §§ 12, 34. On 
February 27, 2017, two underaged persons were sold alcoholic beverages by the 
Licensee’s staff on the Licensed Premises. This sale was in violation of Chapter 138, as 
well as the regulations of the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission at 204 C.M.R. 
2.05(2). 

The LLA has adopted a policy governing the sale of alcoholic beverages by 
restaurants. See Alcohol Licenses and Regulations, at Policies, Rules, and Regulations of 
Alcohol Licenses for Restaurants (revised January 12, 2015) (“Policy”), The Policy 



provides that a first offense of serving alcohol to an underaged person will presumptively 
lead to a license suspension of three to five days to commence on the same day of the 
week as the violation. See Policy at p. 8 Among the factors to be considered in fixing 
the penalty are the quality of the evidence of the violation, the licensee’s procedures for 
avoiding underage sales, efforts made to check identification, nature and circumstances 
of the violation, and history of violations by the licensee. Id. 

Here, the evidence is uncontroverted that the violation occurred and there was no 
effort made to check identification of the underaged operatives. Because it was 
undisputed that the violation occurred, the LLA has no choice but to impose a 
suspension. The LLA is generally satisfied with the efforts the Licensee has made to 
prevent future violations and the management structure - three managers ensuring that 
supervisory staff are on hand at all times. However, the LLA cautions that merely 
adopting other establishment’s policies wholesale is not sufficient. The. Board expects 
that Zhu’s Garden will custom tailor its alcohol service policies to the establishment and 
continue the more frequent and robust training of employees serving alcohol. 

Given the pledged changes in place and forthcoming, as well as Zhu’s otherwise 
clean record of compliance with rules and regulations related to alcohol service and 
otherwise, the LLA chooses to implement the minimum three-day suspension called for 
in its guidelines for a first offense and will allow the Licensee to determine when the 
suspension shall begin so long as it is served on three consecutive days beginning on the 
day of the week when the violation was committed (a Monday in this' instance), and 
completed before August 31,2017. 



Order 


For the reasons stated herein, the above-referenced license is SUSPENDED for 
three consecutive (3) days beginning on the same day of the week that the violation was 
committed (a Monday) in August, the specific date to be designated by the Licensee and 
reported to the Board staff and to be completed before August 31, 2017. This order does 
not affect the Licensee’s Common Victualler permit, so the Licensee may remain open 
for serving food and non-alcoholic beverages on those days, as long as no alcoholic 
beverages are exposed for sale.

Summary of Findings and Decision 

On June 19, 2017, after proper notice and hearing, the Town of Arlington’s Board 
of Selectmen, in its capacity as a local liquor licensing authority (“LLA”), voted to 
revoke Arlington Liquors’ (a/k/a “Alexander Liquors”) license. The LLA’s decision is 
based upon the number and severity of alcohol and related violations within a short 
period of time, the most recent of which occurred while the license holder was on 
probation for a previous violation, as well as the license holder’s manifest lack of any 
plan or measures to address issues which have apparently led to multiple sales of tobacco 
and alcohol to underage persons and other illegalities on the premises. This body is well 
aware of the severity of this penalty, but found little basis in the License Holder’s 








testimony at hearing to allay its numerous concerns about the safe and effective 
management and exercise of the business and license at issue in the interests of the public 
good. 

Procedural History 

The Arlington Police Department (“Department”), as the duly appointed agent for 
the LLA, conducted annual alcohol compliance checks (a description of which is 
provided below) on February 27, 28, and March 8, 2017. The Department later notified 
the LLA of the results of those operations, advising the LLA of those licensees which 
failed the compliance check, including “Arlington Liquors.” In accordance with G.L. c. 
138, § 23(4), the Board scheduled a hearing on June 5, 2017, at approximately 7:15 p.m. 
to examine the alleged violations and consider whether or not any violation of c. 138, 
ABCC regulations, or LLA regulations occurred. The Licensee was notified of the 
hearing by certified letter dated May 15, 2017 and acknowledged receipt of same. The 
hearing was subsequently postponed until June 19, 2017, and licensee was notified 
accordingly. 

Questions Presented for Hearing 


(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
premises by sale or delivery of alcoholic beverages to persons under the 
age of 21 in violation of c. 138 § 34, as well as 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2), which 
prohibits any illegality on licensed premises? 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning the above- 
referenced license as a result, including a violation of probationary terms 
set forth at the Board’s November 14, 2016 hearing for an alcohol license 
violation by the license holder, approved and codified by the Board’s 
decision of November 28,2016?

License History & Prior Violations 


The LLA approved the transfer of the “all alcohol package store” license at issue 
to “Arlington Liquors d/b/a Alexander Liquors” and its owner and manager Mr. 
Alexander Kushnirsky by a 4-0 vote on August 22, 2011. Since that time, Arlington 
Liquors has been twice failed tobacco compliance checks, wherein cigarettes were sold to 
persons under the age of 21, in violation of the Arlington’s Regulation Restricting the 
Sale of Tobacco and Nicotine Delivery Products. Most recently, Arlington Liquors failed 
a tobacco compliance check on March 16, 2016; and the Arlington Board Health 
subsequently voted to issue a $100 fine and suspend tobacco sales at Arlington Liquors 
for seven (7) days on or about April 6, 2016. 1 See Board of Health Minutes & Decisions 
annexed hereto as Attachment “A.” Arlington Liquors had previously failed the same 
type of tobacco compliance check on January 7, 2013, resulting in a February 3, 2013 
fine and suspension of the same magnitude. See Attachment “A.” 

Moreover, on November 14, 2016 the Board of Selectmen, in its capacity as the 
LLA, determined that Arlington Liquors had violated the terms of its license and 204 
C.M.R. 2.05(2), when its manager and owner (Mr. Kushnirsky) was found unresponsive 
and in possession of medical marijuana without a medical marijuana ID card (a then 
illicit substance), while also on the premises of his package store on or about February 
26, 2016. Based upon the evidence and testimony regarding the February 26, 2016 
incident, the LLA issued a five (5) day license suspension held in abeyance for a one-year 


1 It bears noting that according to Board of Health minutes of its April 6, 2016 Hearing, Mr. Kushnirsky 
represented that he was unaware that the legal age required for sale of tobacco in Aldington is 21 years old. 
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probationary period to end on November 30, 2017. See, November 28, 2016 LLA

Evidence Presented 

The following documents were accepted and made part of the record: 

(A) Aldington Police Department Reports Nos. 17005217 (February 27, 2017),. 
17005303 (February 28, 2017), and 17006003 (March 8, 2017)(hereinafter 
“Incident Reports,” and annexed hereto as Attachment “C”). 

The following witnesses appeared and testified: 

(1) Aldington Police Department Inspector Stephen Porciello: summarized the 
annual alcohol compliance check operation and investigatory findings of the 
Department, especially information codified in Incident Report No. 17005303, 
which recorded the details of Arlington Liquors’ compliance check failure; and 

(2) Alexander Kushnirsky, Owner and Manager of Arlington Liquors: 
provided the Licensee’s recitation of events, information on his business practices 
regarding checking identification, and referenced physical evidence not presented 
to the LLA (video recordings allegedly capturing the sale of alcohol to 
compliance check operatives). 

2 Given the findings of the June 18, 2017 Hearing in this matter, Arlington Liquors was noticed and did 
serve a five (5) day consecutive license suspension on or about June 23-27, 2017 in satisfaction of this 
Board’s prior decision.

A transcript of such proceedings is also available upon request. 
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Findings of Fact 

On the basis of the evidence presented at the June 19, 2017 Hearing described 
above, and other judicially noticeable information, the LLA made the following findings 
of fact: 

1. On February 28, 2017, at approximately 4:48 p.m., Arlington Police 
Department, through Inspectors Stephen Porciello and Detective Sergeant 
Bryan Gallagher, conducted annual alcohol compliance checks on thirteen 
(13) of the Town’s restaurants licensed to sell alcoholic beverages for 
consumption on the premises under G.L. c. 138, § 12, and two (2) of the 
Town’s licensed package stores under G.L. c. 138 § 15. Previous 
compliance checks had been conducted for other restaurant, theater, and 
package store license holders on February 27, 2017, and subsequent 
checks were conducted on March 8, 2017. Porciello Testimony; Incident 
Report. 

2. The compliance check was conducted in similar fashion to previous 
checks conducted in Aldington, and in accordance with the Compliance 
Check Guidelines of the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission. 
Operatives are advised to make straight-forward orders for the purchase of 
alcohol and did not attempt to use fraudulent identification. Porciello 
Testimony; Incident Report. 

3. As part of this compliance check, two underaged (teenage) operatives 
were sent into each establishment with no identification on the date in 
question. The operatives attempted to purchase alcoholic beverages in 
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each establishment. At the Licensed Premises on February 28, 2017, the 
two operatives purchased one (1) six-pack of Bud Light cans from a 
cashier later self-identified as Almaz Imanlieve to APD. The operatives 
paid for the six-pack and received change along with a receipt. The 
operatives left the package store to return immediately thereafter with the 
APD personnel and notify Arlington Liquors of the violation. Porciello 
Testimony; Incident Report. 

4. Mr. Iamnlieve acknowledged the sale, but believed he had seen the 
operatives “in the business in the past.” Incident Report. 

5. These operatives are, in the opinion of Inspector Porciello, underage in 
physical appearance. Porciello Testimony. 

6. The Licensed Premises has been operated by the present license holder 
since August of 2011. It has not previously failed an alcohol compliance 
check. The Licensed Premises was previously determined to have 
violated state and local alcohol regulations at a November 14, 2016 
hearing of the LLA, when the owner and manager of the Licensed 
Premises was found to have been in illegal possession of medical 
marijuana without a authorized patient identification card on or about 
February 26, 2016. Moreover, the Licensed Premises has a record of at 
least two (2) prior violations of tobacco sales laws and regulations 
(including one in the last year), having similarly sold cigarettes to persons 
under the legal age for purchase without checking identification in 
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compliance checks conducted by the Town Health and Human Services 
Department. See Attachments “A,” and “B.” 

7. The Licensee did not dispute Inspector Porciello’s basic facts and 
conclusions, or that the violation set forth in the Incident Report occurred. 
Kushnirsky Testimony. 

8. The Licensee reported that his employee, Mr. Imanlieve, has worked for 
him in a similar capacity for approximately eight (8) years. Kushnirsky 
Testimony. 

9. Mr. Kushnirsky admitted that the female operative looked “very young,” 
but believed the male operative looked older because he was bald. 
Kushnirsky Testimony. 

10. Mr. Kushnirsky asserted that he takes underage service very seriously, 
continuously trains his employees in checking for identification, that they 
are “on top” of identification checks, and that his employees provide APD 
with confiscated fake IDs. Kushnirsky Testimony. 

11. However, APD did not corroborate receipt of fake IDs on a routine basis 
from the Licensee, if at all; and Mr. Kushnirsky acknowledged that the 
Licensee does not keep logs of underage customer incidents. Porciello 
Testimony; Kushnirsky Testimony. 

12. Furthermore, Mr. Kushnirsky suggested that underage service would not 
occur if the Town of Arlington’s or larger community’s alcohol policies 
were different. Kushnirsky Testimony. 
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13. Moreover, Mr. Kushnirsky expressed his view that this is an “isolated 
incident,” but did not outline any plans to change policy or practices at the 
Licensed Premises. Kushnirsky Testimony. 

Conclusion 

On the basis of the findings of fact recited above, the LLA made the following 
conclusions on the Questions Presented: 

(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
premises by sale or delivery of alcoholic beverages to persons under the 
age of 21 in violation of c. 138 § 34, as well as 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2), which 
prohibits any illegality on licensed premises? 

Yes. 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning the above- 
referenced license as a result, including a violation of probationary terms 
set forth at the Board’s November 14, 2016 hearing for a previous alcohol 
license violation by the license holder, later codified by the Board’s 
decision of November 28, 2016? 

Revocation of the License. Revocation shall be stayed until either the 
expiration of the statutory appeal period, or should the Licensee 
appeal the decision to the ABCC, the outcome of such appeal 
proceedings. 

However, the five (5) day suspension held in abeyance for violation of 
the probationary terms set forth for a prior violation of alcohol laws 
and regulations shall be served immediately. 

Discussion 

Sections 12 and 34 of Chapter 138 of the General Laws prohibit sale or delivery 
of alcoholic beverages to any person under 21 years of age. G.L. c. 138, §§ 12, 34. It is 
undisputed that on February 28, 2016, two underaged persons were sold alcoholic 
beverages by the Licensee’s staff on the Licensed Premises. This sale was in violation of 
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Chapter 138, as well as the regulations of the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission 
at 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2). 


The LLA has the authority to grant, revoke and suspend licenses. Their powers 
are authorized “to serve the public need and ... to protect the common good.” G.L. c. 138, 
§23, as amended through St. 1977, c. 929, §7. “[T]he purpose of discipline is not 
retribution but the protection of the public.” Arthurs v. Bd. of Registration in Medicine, 
383 Mass. 299,317(1981 ). 

The LLA has adopted a policy governing the sale of alcoholic beverages by 
package stores. See Alcohol Licenses and Regulations, at Policies, Rules, and 
Regulations of Alcohol Licenses for Package Stores (revised January 12, 2015) 
(“Policy”). The Policy provides that a first offense of serving alcohol to an underaged 
person will presumptively lead to a license suspension of three to five days to commence 
on the same day of the week as the violation. See Policy at p. 14. However, such 
presumptive policy does not limit the Board’s discretion to “impose some other type ol 
penalty in place of license suspension if the Board concludes that another penalty is 
appropriate.” See Policy at p. 14. 

In fixing the penalty for sales to underage individuals, the Board may consider the 
following factors: 

(a) licensee’s policies and procedures and application of those policies and 

procedures to guard against service to underage individuals; 

(b) severity and type of offense; 

(c) efforts made to identify purchasers of alcohol; 

(d) appearance of the underage purchaser of alcohol; 

(e) quality of the evidence of a violation; 

(f) circumstances of the case; and 

(g) number and nature of licensee’s previous violations. 


Id. 
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Applied to facts before the LLA, it is not disputed by any party that the Licensee 
violated State Law, ABCC regulations, and the Town’s regulations and policies by 
selling alcohol to underaged persons. The well-documented operation, conducted at 
dozens of license holding establishments over three days, and in accordance with ABCC 
and LLA guidelines and policies, manifestly demonstrates a violation for which there is 
no justification. 

By the Owner and Manager’s admission, one of the two operatives looked “very 
young.” The only explanation offered by the cashier, Mr. Imanlieve (an 8-year employee 
of the License Holder), was that the operatives appeared to be repeat customers. There 
was no attempt whatsoever to check for identification. The operatives did not present, 
nor were they carrying fraudulent identification. Nonetheless, other testimony by the 
Owner and Manager, Mr. Kushnirsky, was at best confused, and at worst attempted 
deflect responsibility for the violation onto the underaged operatives in confounding 
fashion. 

Furthermore, Mr. Kushnirsky outlined no plans whatsoever to alter current 
policies and practices at the Licensed Premises in response to this violation, or other 
violations. He testified about training practices, but presented no documentary evidence 
of such practices. He contended that he turned over confiscated fake IDs to APD 
routinely, but APD could not corroborate same, and Mr. Kushnirsky acknowledged that 
he keeps no logs of incidents regarding attempted purchases by underage persons. 

In light of the lack of mitigating factors for this specific violation or any new 
plans to address the concerns raised by the second violation within one calendar year, the

LLA is particularly disturbed by the timeline of violations involving sales of controlled 
products to underage persons and/or more serious incidents, which is as follows: 

■ August 2011, Mr. Kushnirsky is approved by the LLA the License for 
the Licensed Premises; 

■ January 7, 2013, the Licensed Premises fails a first Tobacco Compliance 
Check; 

o February 3, 2013 Tobacco Sale Suspension Hearing and Order; 

■ February 26, 2016, incident regarding the Owner and Manager’s 
possession of medical marijuana without a medical marijuana ID card on 
the licensed premises; 

o November 14, 2016 LLA hearing and November 28, 2016 
Decision finding a violation and imposing a suspended 5-day 
suspension for a 1-year probationary period; 

■ February 28, 2017, the Licensed Premises fails the Alcohol Compliance 
Check subject to this decision; 

■ March 16, 2017, the Licensed Premises fails a second Tobacco 
Compliance Check; 

o April 6, 2017 Tobacco Sale Suspension Hearing and Order. 

This timeline of events demonstrates three (3) incidents of the sale ot either alcohol or 
tobacco products to underaged persons since 2013, two of which occurred less than one 
(1) month apart, in addition to a serious incident involving possession of a then illicit 
drug on the premises by the Owner and Manager. The decision placing the Licensed 
Premises on probation for possession of the illicit substance had been issued only four (4)

months prior to failing the alcohol compliance check which brings the Licensee back 
before this LLA. 

The afore-described pattern of violations and lack of any meaningful assurance 
that the conditions that allowed for same have or will be addressed offers substantial 
evidence that the public good is jeopardized by the License Holder’s continued operation 
of Arlington Liquors. In isolation, the violation at issue presents-a far different matter for 
consideration. However, the LLA pauses to emphasize that $200 in fines, 14-days of 
suspended cigarette sales, and 5-days of suspended alcohol sales have been meted out to 
the Licensee since February of 2013, and that the nature of the February 2016 incident 
has no precedent in recent memory for an establishment that remains in operation. 

Based on such facts alone, a three to five day suspension is not sufficient to 
protect the public good, such measures already clearly having failed to insure future 
lawful compliance. The unquestionable facts of this most recent violation, its consistency 
with a pattern of violations, and the lack of a clear or meaningful plan to address it 
provide the basis needed to make revocation of the license is necessary. 

Order 

For the reasons stated herein, the above-referenced license is REVOKED 
pending the expiration of the statutory appeal period, or should the Licensee appeal this 
decision to the ABCC, the outcome of such appeal proceedings. The License Holder 
shall surrender his license and cease all alcohol sales at such time as his rights to appeal 
have been exhausted. 
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The five (5) day suspension held in abeyance for violation of the probationary 
terms set forth for a prior violation of alcohol laws and regulations shall be served 
immediately. 4 

Licensee is hereby advised of his right to appeal this decision to the 
ABCC within five (5) business days of receiving this decision and order.

December 12,2012 meeting minutes were approved with the following edits: In agenda item II: removal of the second 
reference “to a minor”; in agenda item HI: removal of “has become problematic” and replace with “was in violation of the 
1999 Food Code”, in sentence 6: “order” change to “ordered”. 

M r. Anthony Caliendo, Owner of 20 Belknap, made a request to move his hearing for a variance from the housing code up 
on the agenda so that he could attend a zoning meeting in the Town of Lexington. Mr, Caliendo stated he would need to 
leave by 7:00PM. Dr. Fitzpatrick, Chair stated that the Board would proceed with the current layout of the agenda because 
he was confident that they would be able to get to his request before 7:00PM. 

Inspector Waden reported that on January 7, 2013 a tobacco compliance check was conducted by the Health Department, 
in which a minor was used to attempt to purchase cigarettes at 25 establishments. One establishment was closed at the time 
of inspection. A total of 11 establishments out of 24 sold cigarettes to said minor. The minor was a 17 year old male and 
was trained by Health Department staff on tobacco compliance checks in accordance with MDPH Tobacco Control 
Program guidelines.

The minor was not asked his age or for identification. Ranbir Rai was present for the heal ing and stated that this 
establishment has not violated in 6 years and that this was a mistake. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco 
permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $ 100 fine in accordance with 
Mass State Law. Health Department staff will contact tlic establishment to determine the implementation date of said 








suspension. 


On January 7, 2013 at 3:53PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Arlington Liquors. The minor was 
not asked his age or for identification. Nobody from the establishment was present during the hearing. Dr. Watsh-Condon 
requested that the Board of Selectmen’s Office be notified of the sale to a minor and that additional training be conducted 
with this establishment, as it is under new ownership.

The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with 
Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health Department 
staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 


On January 7, 2013 at 4:15PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Arlington Shell. The minor was not 
asked his age or for identification. Ana Sofia Kiionri, owner, was present for the hearing and stated that this was the first 
violation for them, but that clerk had been working at this location for a long time. The Board unanimously voted to 
suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in 
accordance with Mass State Law. Health Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation 
date of said suspension. 

On January 7, 2013 at 4:31PM said minor purchased apack of Marlboro cigarettes at CVS Pharmacy, 833 Mass Avc. The 
minor was not asked his age or for identification. Jani Fowler, Store M anager, was present for the hearing aud stated that ail 
new employees go through training when they are first hired. In accordance with corporate policy, the employee was 
terminated. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s 
Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $ 100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health Department staff will 
contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7, 2013 at 4:41PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Symrnes Mini Mart. The minor was 
not asked bis age or for identification. Ray Laham was present for the hearing and stated that the clerk used bad judgment, 
there were two clerks at the time and one thought the other checked for identification. The Board unanimously voted to 
suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and the issuance of a 
$100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the 
implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7, 2013 at 4:51PM said minor purchased apack of Marlboro cigarettes at Walgreens, 324 Mass Avc. The 
minor was not asked his age or for identification. Mike Porcaro, Store Manager, was present for the healing and stated that 
all staff has been retrained and the clerk who sold to the minor was disciplined with a final written warning The Board 
unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations 
and the issuance of a $100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health Department staff will contact the establishment 
to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 

On Jauuary 7, 2013 at 4:58PM said minor purchased apack of Marlboro cigarettes at Mass Convenience, 245 Mass Ave. 
The minor was not asked his age or for identification. Davindar Sharma, owner, was present for the hearing and stated that 
all the tools are in place, the clerk has worked there for over 10 years and he just made a mistake. The Board unanimously 
voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a 
$100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health Dep ailment staff will contact the establishment to determine the 
implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7, 2013 at 5:06PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Dagg’s. The minor was not asked his 
age or for identification. Musfiqur Rahman was present for the hearing and stated that his father was help inghim out and 
used bad judgment and that it was an honest mistake. The Board unanimously voted to .suspend the tobacco permit for 7 
days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in accordance with M ass State Law. 







Health Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7,2013 at 5:19PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Boyle’s Market. The minor was not 
asked his age or for identification. Tarsem Singh was present for the hearingand stated that the clerk was a new employee 
who had been trained, but that he made a mistake. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days 
in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. 
Health Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7,2013 at 5:31PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Arlington Gulf. The minor was not 
asked liis age or for identification. Adnan Rahim was present for the heal ing and stated that there was confusion between 
the gps attendant and the mechanic. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance 
with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health 
Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 

AlexKurshnisky, owner of Arlington Liquor’s, introduced himself at the end of the tobacco heal ings. The Board reviewed 
the disciplinary action that had been voted on for this establishment. 

(a) Inspector Waden reviewed the Draft regulations for Restricting the Sale of Tobacco Products and Nicotine Delivery 
Products in the Town of Arlington. DJ Wilson from Mass Municipal Association was also present to help facilitate the 
discussion of the regulations. The following areas were discussed in detail: Section A: Statement of Purpose, the Board 
would tike to keep the current language, as it proves the need to implement all aspects of this regulation. Section D: 

Tobacco and Nicotine Delivery Product Sales Prohibited: The Board would like to increase the age of tobacco sales from 18 
to 21. DJ Wilson provided an overview of how the Town of Needham implemented this over a few years. The Board 
approved the language. The Board would like to include languagp requiring the establishment to p ost signage about tobacco 
cessation. Inspector Waden will present draft language to the Board at the next meeting requiring signage for sales to 
persons under age 21. SECTION E: TOBACCO AND NICOTINE DELIVERY PRODUCT SALES PERMITS: the fee for 
a permit will remain at $500. Furthermore, the Board would like to change the mandatory retailer training to annually, 
change the number' of permits to 19 for cappingpurposes; and reduce the number of permits to 15 by 2018. SECTION F: 
CIGAR SALES REGULATED: The Board request that item 2b and 2c be removed SECTION O: VIOLATIONS, when 
considering cumulative violations the Boar d would like to review a 36 month violation history as opposed to a 24 month 
history, continue with fine schedule of $100, $200, $300, remove “a minimum” from item lc, and add language (‘‘or failure”) 
to item 2 as requested by Town Counsel. 

(b) DJ Wilson reviewed the proposed draft regulations Prohibiting Smoking in Workplaces and Public Places. The following 
areas were discussed in detail: SECTION 4: SMOKING PROHIBITED, DJ Wilson explained that it might be difficult for staff 
to enforce item (d) as it pertains the prohibition of smoking within 15 feet of an entranceway accessible to tlie pubic. The 
Board tabled this discussion until the next meeting 

The Board agreed to hear agenda item XVI and XVII concerning an update on one property (18 Belknap) and a variance 
request on another property (20 Belknap) both owned by Mr. Anthony Caliendo. 

Inspector Feeney provided the Board with an update regarding existing violations concerning 18 Belknap Street that have 
not been corrected. Feeney first read two letters into the record, one from a group of neighbors revealing their concerns 
about disruptive tenants and maintenance of the property and the other from Deputy Chief James Bailey regarding the fire 
alarm system, the front stairwell and the rear fire escape. M r. Caliendo stated that he has no authority to do anything about 
the tenants and insists that liis building is well maintained. Feeney reviewed with the Board that Mr. Caliendo had 
requested a hearing at the last meetingto discuss violations pertaining to the fire escape and lack of an automatic door 
locking mechanism. At that heating the Board voted to uphold the order to correct that had previously been issued by 
Inspector Feeney. M r. Caliendo reported that he would be filing an appeal to the BBRS concerning the automatic lock, and 
that he was still working on the repairs to the fire escape. Feeney displayed pictures of the repairs that had currently been 
made to the fire escape, to which the Board deemed unacceptable. Mr. Caliendo stated that he is a licensed contractor and 
that according to the regulations it is in compliance. The Board requested a recommendation from Feeney concerning the 
next steps. Feeney recommended that the health department move forward with filing a complaint in court for failure to 
correct these violations within the allotted time frame. The Board unanimously approved the recommendation. 

Inspector Feeney provided the Board with a copy of the Order letter dated January 15, 2013 addressed to property owner 
Anthony Caliendo. Feeney went on to explain that Mr. Caliendo is requestinga variance from item #3, the installation of 








mechanical ventilation in the bathroom that exhausts to the exterior. Occupant Sankar Maricliamy was present at the 
hearing and explained that his daughter has asthma and that the second hand smoke, which he believes is coming from the 
neighboring unit, entering through his bathroom, makes it difficult for his daughter to breathe. Feeney explained in a memo 
to the Board that there is no duet work for the fan and it appears that the air being removed from the bathroom is being 
pushed into the open wall cavity. Mr. Caliendo stated that he has never had any complaints regarding this matter and that 
because the house is over 100 years old; it is not possible to make the repair. Dr. Fitzpatrick requested that the health 
department staff contact the building department to conduct an inspection to determine if it would be possible. Director 
Connolly explained that it would not likely be possible to have the building inspector out at tills property. Feeney 
explained that a professional such as an HVAC person would be able to provide feedback to the owner on how such repairs 
could be made. Therefore, the Board unanimously voted to deny the variance. 

Agenda item XIV: Medical Marijuana. DJ Wilson provided an overview of the status of medical marijuana by stating the 
following As of 1/1/13 Mass Department of Public Health has 90 days to write regulations, at this time, it does not look 
like the first dispensaries will be opening until early fall, Mass Department of Public Health is lookingat sample regulations 
from Maine, Colorado and New Mexico. Juliana Rice, Town Counsel mentioned that there arc two warrant articles being 
proposed before Town meeting 1. Which will establish zoning requirements for dispensaries’ and 2. In the event that 
regulations are not in place, this would provide a local moratorium on allowing dispensaries to open until the proper 
regulations are in place. 

Inspector Feeney led the discussion of the draft Bodywork regulations, explaining that at this time there are no State model 
regulations for Bodywork; therefore, best practices from the Towns of Newton and Belmont were taken under 
consideration when drafting these regulations. Feeney explained that the need for such regulations was discovered during 
compliance checks that were conducted by a State inspector and a local police officer. During these checks most therapists 
identified themselves as body workers as opposed to Massage Therapists, as Body Workers are exempt from the state 
massage law. Dr. Walsh asked about the inclusion of Reiki in these Regulations, and recommended staff reaches out to the 
school of acupuncture for guidance and assistance. Feeney agreed to reach out to local experts and stakeholders, and to 
revise according to the Board’s comments; he also stated the Regulations were created in an expedited fashion and would be 
revised for the next meeting. 

Juliana Rice, Town Counsel, reported to the Board that a group of High School Students proposed a warrant article for 
Town Meeting to restrict the use ofwater bottles less than 1 liter. 

Environmental updates were tabled until the next meeting. 

Restaurant updates: Feeney reported that Family Injera installed a grease trap, and that Arlington Restaurant and Diner has 
been working with a consultant. Inspector Waden reported on the following establishments: Barismo moved one door down 
from their previous location, Napoli Pizza is under new ownership, Wings Over Arlington has opened, Something Sweet 
Without Wheat has opened. In addition Waden reported that plans for Menotomy Grill and Tavern, Frozland and 
Sczechuan’s Dump ling have been approved. The following establishment did not renew their food permits for 2013: Nana’s 
Market, Jade Garden, Gemma, Foodmaster and Ada-Lula Pastry. Lastly, WholeFoods plans to open in the Foodmaster 
location by September. 

No public comment.

Meeting called to order by Dr. Marie Walsh Condon at 5:35 pm. 

A Motion was made by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, which was seconded by Mr. Kenneth Kohlberg, to approve the 
February 3,2016 meeting minutes as amended. 

Vote: Motion approved unanimously (3-0) 


Hearing: Boyles Market: Tobacco/Nicotine Delivery Product Sales Violation 

Mr. James Feeney informed the Board that during a compliance check on March 16, 2016, a 19 year old male 
agent entered Boyles at 9:41am, and purchased a "Blu" e-cigarette (e-cig) from an adult female clerk who asked 
the agent for his identification. Mr. Feeney delivered a fine of $100 to Boyles and presented a letter to appear at 
this hearing for violating the Arlington Regulation Restricting the Sale of Tobacco and Nicotine Delivery 
Products, which prohibit the sale of tobacco and nicotine delivery products to anyone under die age of 21. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon asked the store's representative, Mr. Tarsem Singh, if he would like to speak to the Board and 
address the violations referenced. Mr. Tarsem Singh slated the female clerk who sold the product has worked at 
the Medford location for over 1 year, and was called in to work in the Arlington location on March 16. It is to be 
noted that the city of Medford has regulations restricting the sale of tobacco products to age 18. The adult female 
clerk, Ms. Theresa Campbell, was present at the meeting and apologized for her mistake. 




Dr. Walsh-Condon then asked the manager what his plans were to prevent this from happening in the future. Mr. 
Tarsem Singh stated he would do better to inform all his workers about the local regulations in each community, 
and explore establishing a store policy to punish the clerks who violate regulations. Mi*. Tarsem Singh stated since 
the law came into effect in March 2015, there have been no problems at die store. Dr. Walsh-Condon noted 
Boyles Market has had no prior violations. Dr. Fitzpatrick commented on the price of the device, noting it cost 
$ 10.51 for the e-cig. 

A Motion was made by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, which was seconded by Mr. Kohlberg, to approve the minimum 
penalty of a $100 fine with a 7-day suspension of tobacco sales to be determined by the Health Compliance 
Officers. 

Vote: Motion Approved Unanimously (3-0) 


Hearing: Little Joe’s Convenience: Tobacco/Nicotine Delivery Product Sales Violation 

Mr. Feeney informed the Board that during a compliance check on March 16, 2016, a 19 year old male agent 
entered Little Joe's Convenience at 9:06am and purchased a "BIu" c-cigarette (e-cig) from an adult male clerk 
who asked the agent for his identification. Mr. Feeney delivered a fine of $100 to Little Joe's and presented a 
letter to appear at this hearing for violating the Arlington Regulation Restricting the Sale of Tobacco and Nicotine 
Delivery Products, which prohibit the sale of tobacco and nicotine delivery products to anyone under the age of 
21 . 

Dr. Walsh-Condon asked the store's representative, Mr. Ranbiv Rai, if he would like to speak to the Board and 
address the violations referenced. Mr. Rai stated the male clerk made an error, and he has already addressed the 
issue with the clerk. Mr. Rai noted Little Joe's did have a prior violation in 2007. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon then asked the owner what his plans were to prevent this from happening in the future. Mr. 
Rai stated he would discuss the Town regulations with his clerks again, and was not aware that the clerk who 
violated the regulation checked the agent's ID. Dr. Walsh-Condon reminded Mr. Rai it is his responsibility as the 
owner to ensure the clerks know the laws in Town. 

A Motion was made by Mr. Kenneth Kohlberg, which was seconded by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, to approve the 
minimum penalty of a $100 fine with a 7-day suspension of tobacco sales to be determined by the Health 
Compliance Officers. 

Vote: Motion Approved Unanimously (3-0) 


Hearing: Arlington Liquors: Tobacco/Nicotine Delivery Product Sales Violation 

Mr. Feeney informed the Board that during a compliance check on March 16, 2016, a 19 year old male agent 
entered Arlington Liquors at 9:14am and purchased "Marlboro” cigarettes from an adult female clerk who did not 







ask the agent for his identification. Mr. Feeney delivered a fine of $100 to Arlington Liquors and presented a 
letter to appear at this hearing for violating the Arlington Regulation Restricting the Sale of Tobacco and Nicotine 
Delivery Products, which prohibit the sale of tobacco and nicotine delivery products to anyone under the age of 
21 . 

Dr. Walsli-Condon asked the store's representative (the owner), Mr. Alex Kushnirsky, if he would like to speak to 
the Board and address the violations referenced. Mr. Kushnirsky stated he was not aware the Town regulations 
were to prohibit sales under 21, and thought it was only 18+. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon then asked the owner what his plans are to prevent this from happening in the future. Mr-. 
Kushnirsky stated he will conduct a new training of staff and check to see if it was an isolated incident. Dr. 
Fitzpatrick commented with a concern that the owner does not know about Town tobacco regulations. Mr. 
Kus hnir sky informed the Board his manager went to the Tobacco Retailer Training, and he needed to speak to the 
manager about the new regulations. 

A Motion was made by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, which was seconded by Mr. Kenneth Kohlberg, to approve the 
minimum penalty of a $100 fine with a 7-day suspension of tobacco sales to be determined by the Health 
Compliance Officers. 

Vote: Motion Approved Unanimously (3-0) 


Hearing: Christo's Market: Tobacco/Nicotiuc Delivery Product Sales Violation 

Mr. Feeney informed the Board that on March 16, 2016, during a tobacco compliance check, a 19 year old male 
agent entered Christo's Market at 9:59am and purchased "Marlboro" cigarettes from an adult male clerk who 
asked the agent for his identification. Mr. Feeney delivered a fine of $100 to Christo's Market and presented a 
letter to appear at this hearing for their violation of Arlington regulations to prohibit the sale of tobacco to anyone 
under the age of 21. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon asked the store's representative, Mr. Chris Rozanitis, if he would like to speak to the Board 
and address the violations referenced. Mr. Rozanitis stated at the time he sold to the agent, his mother was sick in 
the hospital and he was not thinking clearly. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon then asked the owner what his plans are to prevent this from happening in the future. Mr. 
Rozanitis promised to be more careful, especially when dealing with young customers. 

A Motion was made by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, which was seconded by Mr. Kenneth Kohlberg, to approve the 
minimum penalty of a $100 fine witlr a 7-day suspension of tobacco sales to be determined by the Health 
Compliance Officers. 

Vote: Motion Approved Unanimously (3-0) 


Hearing: Keeping of Hens -18 Brattle St. #1 







Mr. Feeney informed the Board of Ms. Jess Lawrence’s application to keep hens on her property. He noted the 
plans as submitted in the application are compliant with the hen keeping bylaw, and comments from abutters were 
supportive of the application. Mr. Feeney questioned the current location of the coop, and noted, according to 
Town bylaws, the coop must be 6ft. from the property line. Ms. Lawrence informed the Board she has been 
unable to determine the exact location of the property line due to the brook. Dr. Walsh-Condon recommended Ms. 
Lawrence check with other Town departments to determine her exact property line. 

A Motion was made by Mr. Kenneth Kohlberg, which was seconded by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, to approve the 
application for keeping of hens with the condition the coop is located 6 feet from the property line. 

Vote: Motion Approved Unanimously (3-0) 

Hearing: Variance Request: Minimum Standards for Swimming Pools: Float Tonic LLC. 

Mr, Feeney informed the Board that Mr. Stephen Tomadakis was ill and was nnable to attend the hearing. The 
Board discussed the history of float tanks and examined other communities’ current regulation of these therapeutic 
pools. Dr. Walsh-Condon reaffirmed the notion that float tanks should not be exempt from the pool code. Dr. 
Fitzpatrick noted that the Board has previously set new regulations without precedent. Dr. Walsh-Condon 
reminded the Board this was a discussion only, not a hearing. 

Discussion: Regulation Restricting the Sale of Medical Marijuana 

Mi*. Feeney informed the Board of additional regulations provided for review by Natick. The Board discussed 
having Mr. Feeney amend the current draft Regulation to include the following: requiring lire extinguishers at 
home cultivation sites, allowing violations of the State regulation to also be considered violations of the local 
Regulation, requiring the dispensary to notify the Board of any Department of Public Health visit within 24 hours, 
signage prohibiting entrance to the dispensary to anyone without a valid Registration Card, and requiring a 
dispensary to deliver products to those with a verified hardship. 

The Board discussed comments made during the public hearing on the draft Regulation at the previous Board of 
Health meeting. Mr. Kohlberg reminded the Board of the comments made by a resident who believed limiting the 
supply of marijuana to 30 days could create a hardship for those who will have difficulty accessing the dispensary 
more frequently. Dr. Walsh-Condon stated the restriction of medical marijuana to a 30-day supply is warranted 
because prescriptions for controlled substances have historically been limited to 30 days. Dr. Walsh-Condon also 
noted the requirement for a dispensary to deliver to any patients who are unable to physically access the 
dispensaiy. 

A comment was made at the public hearing regarding the possibility of disallowing a dispensaiy from engaging in 
the future sale of recreational marijuana. Mr. Feeney reminded the Board this Regulation pertained only to the 
sale of medical marijuana, and they would not be able to disallow an activity that is considered legal. 









Mr. Kohlberg suggested the word “medical" be added throughout the Arlington Regulation to alleviate any 
confusion between medical marijuana regulations and recreational marijuana. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon asked how the Board will regulate "edible" medical marijuana products. Mr. Feeney noted that 
the FDA slates marijuana is not a food and therefore cannot be regulated under FDA code, but the Board can still 
ensure the food preparation is safe and sanitary. Dr. Walsh-Condon suggested the Board adds a provision that 
references the minimum standards of food preparation when preparing medical marijuana edibles. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon noted due to no substantial changes in the Regulation, the next Board meeting on May 18th 
will be a hearing to adopt the Regulation Restricting the Sale of Medical Marijuana. 


Discussion: 2013/2015 FDA Model Food Code 

Mrs. Waden informed the Board that Ms. Maureen Lee, a contracted health compliance officer, plans to facilitate 
the purchase and use of electronic software for Arlington inspections. Mrs. Waden proposed Arlington should 
adopt the 2013 food code with 2015 addendums, similar to Newton and Cohasset. Mr. Feeney noted Aldington 
currently enforces the 1999 food code, which does not cover the specialized procedures being used today. Mr. 
Kohlberg commended Mrs. Waden on her proactive approach to adopting these new regulations. 


Discussion: Food Establishment Plan Review Policy 

Mi's. Waden discussed formalizing the current policy requiring food establishments that are changing ownership 
to undergo a plan review. This policy would require new owners to submit plan documents, procedures, menus, 
operations, etc. to the health compliance officers before officially re-opening establishment. 


Environmental Updates 
No environmental updates at this time. 

Restaurant Updates 

Mrs. Waden informed the Board that Fashion Cake Boutique has closed, and the food establishment formerly 
known as Zocalo will reopen as The Commune Kitchen.

On November 14, 2016, after proper notice and hearing, the Town of Arlington’s 
Board of Selectmen, in its capacity as local liquor licensing authority (“LLA”), 
unanimously voted to impose a five (5) day license suspension held in abeyance for a 
one-year probationary period to end on November 30, 2017. Should this LLA find the 
license holder in violation of G.L. c. 138, any regulation promulgated by the Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission (“ABCC”) or its own regulations, within such a period. 














the license shall be immediately suspended for five (5) days in addition to any suspension 
or other sanction fox the new violation. 

It is also llie expectation of this Board, that the license holder make arrangements 
to bring the licensed premises into compliance with sign regulations codified in the 
Town’s Zoning Bylaws, and up to the standards expected of license-holders in Aldington 
generally. 

In accordance with G.L. c. 138, § 23, the LLA hereby provides this statement of 
reasons for its action. . 

Procedural History . Following a thorough investigation, including interviews, 
reviews of pertinent local and state records, and further evidence collected, by the 
Arlington Police Department (“Department”), it was determined that on or about the 
evening of February 26, 2016, Arlington Liquors staff called the Department for 
assistance with a medical emergency on the licensed premises - 94B Summer Street, 
Arlington. APD Patrolman Officer Scott TJrquhart along with Sergeant Gregory Flavin 
responded and rendered aid to the license holder, Mr. Alex Kushnirsky. In the process of 
rendering such aid, 60 milligrams of edible marijuana was recovered from Mr. 
Kushnirsky’s person. Subsequent investigation confirmed that Mr. Kushnirsky was not 
then licensed or otherwise permitted to possess medical marijuana under the 
Commonwealth Medical Use of Marijuana program. 

As a duly appointed agent for the LLA, the Department in conjunction with the 
Arlington Legal Department recommended a hearing to determine if any violations of 
state or local alcohol laws occurred. 
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In accordance with G.L. c. 138, §23(4), the Board convened a hearing on 
November 14,2016, at approximately 7:15 p.m. to consider whether or not any violation 
of c. 138, ABCC regulations or LLA regulations occurred at Arlington Liquors on the 
evening at issue. The licensee was notified of the healing by certified letter dated 
November 2, 2016 and acknowledged receipt of same. 

Questions Presented . 

(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
premises by an agent, manager, or employee’s possession of marijuana on 
the license premises under G.L. c. 138 sec. 64 and/or 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2), 
which prohibits any illegality on licensed premises? 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning the above- 
referenced license as a result of any such violation? 

Evidence . 

The following witnesses appeared and testified: 

(1) Police Officer Scott Urquhart, Arlington Police Department: summarized 
investigatory findings of the Department, including information codified in Incident 
Report No. 16004573 and relevant investigative supplements (“Incident Reports”). 1 

(2) Alexander Kushnirsky Owner and Manager of Arlington Liquors with 
Robert Panico, Esq., his counsel provided the Licensee’s recitation of events, evidence of 
mitigating circumstances, as well as a list of remedial actions taken in response to a 
number of issues raised during the hearing. 

Bindings of Fa ct, On the basis of the evidence presented at the November 14, 
2016 Hearing described above, the LLA made the following findings of fact: 


1 The License Holder was provided a copy such incident reports in advance of the hearing 
by the Legal Department. 
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1. On February 26, 2016, at approximately 9:02 pan. Sgt. Gregory Flavin 
and Officer Scott Urquhart were dispatched to 94 Summer Street 
(Arlington Liquors) to investigate a report of an unconscious person inside 
the premises. Incident Report; TJrquhavt Testimony. 

2. Upon arrival, APD personnel spoke with an Arlington Liquors employee, 
Roman Ivanov, who led the officers to an office inside Arlington Liquors 
where owner/manager Aiex Kushnirsky was found unresponsive. Incident 
Report; Urquhart Testimony. 

3. Arlington Liquors employee Almaz Imamaliev noted to officers that Mr-. 
Kushnirsky had arrived at Arlington Liquors earlier that evening at 
approximately 6:30 p.m. and went into his office. Incident Report; 
Urquhart Testimony. 

4. Officer- Urquhart rendered aid to Mr. Kushnirsky, who was revived and 
received further assistance from the Arlington Fire Department. Incident 
Report; Urquhart Testimony. 

5. However, a check of the immediate area in which officers found Mr. 
Kushnirsky possessed 60 milligrams of “Kool Ballz” THC Edible 
Marijuana in Iris pocket, which was seized and kept in evidence by APD. 
Incident Report; Urquhart Testimony. 

6. Mr. Kushnirsky did not deny possessing or consuming marijuana that 
evening, but denied cons uming any other drugs. Incident Report; 
Urquhart Testimony; Kushnirsky Testimony. 
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7. At the time of the incident in question, Mr. ICushnirsky was not a 
registered medical use of marijuana patient in fee Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts., but has since obtained a medical use of marijuana card to 
help manage a chronic condition which has required numerous surgical 
interventions. Incident Report; Urquhart Testimony; Kushnirslcy 
Testimony. 

8. The license holder has not had previous alcohol-related violations, but has 
been penalized for underage tobacco sales previously. Mr. Kushnirslcy 
described remedial actions take to address such violations. ICushnirsky 
Testimony. 

Conclusion . On fee basis of the findings of fact recited above, the LLA made the 
follo wing conclusions on the Questions Presented: 

(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
premises by an agent, manager, or employee’s possession of marijuana on 
the license premises under G.L. c. 138 sec, 64 and/or 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2), 
which prohibits any illegality on licensed premises? 

Yes. 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning fee above- 
referenced license as a result? 

A five (5) day license suspension held in abeyance for a one-year 
probationary period to end on November 30,2017, 

Discussion. 

The ABCC and courts have long upheld that illegality on fee premises of a 
licensed establishment may serve as grounds for modification, suspension, or revocation 
of a liquor license. 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2) states: 
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No licensee for the sale of alcoholic beverages shall permit any disorder, 

disturbance or illegality of any kind to take place in or on the licensed premises. 

The licensee shall be responsible therefor, whether present or not. 

To that end, “disorder, disturbance or illegality of any kind” includes the possession of 
illicit drugs and paraphernalia on licensed premises. See e.g,, Rico’s of the Berkshires, 

Inc. v. Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission, et al., 19 Mass. App. Ct. 1026, 477 

/ 

N.E. 2d 174 (l985)(possession of cocaine and drag paraphernalia on licensed premises 
by an employee sufficient for penalty under 204 CMR 2.05(2)). While the landscape 
regarding marijuana possession has changed in the Commonwealth, at the time of the 
incident in question it is beyond dispute that it was unlawful to possess one ounce or less 
marijuana pursuant to G.L c. 94C §32L. 

In the matter before this Board, it is uncontested that Mr. Kuslinirsky, the owner 
and manager of Arlington Liquors possessed on his person a medical marijuana product 
without then being a registered medical marijuana cardholder in tire Commonwealth. As 
such, there is no question that an illegality took place on the premises and the terms of 
Mr. Kushnirsky’s license were violated. The Board- also found additional cause for 
concern in previous tobaicco sale violations and the general conditions of the licensed 
premises, which may be in violation of other Arlington rules and regulations with respect 
to signage and other matters. 

The Board appreciates that Mi'. Kuslinirsky has taken steps to address some of 
these concerns, and further, that he obtained a personal medical marijuana card to help 
him manage the medical conditions he represents led to the mistakes he- made in 
possessing marijuana on the premises on the evening hi question. We pause however to 
caution that a medical marijuana card is not a license to override the strictures of 204 
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C.M.R. 2.05(2), to work in the capacity as a liquor store owner or manager while 
impaired by marijuana, alcohol, or any other substance. Nonetheless, we credit his 
testimony that he has taken steps to address his own mistake, and will rectify the 
appurtenant conditions of concern this Board raised to his attention. 

Therefore, considering all of the above-discussed evidence, the LLA chooses to 
issue a five (5) consecutive day suspension, to be held in abeyance for a one-year period 
of probation en ding on November 30, 2017. Should any violation occur within that 
period, Aldington Liquors will serve said 5-days beginning on the same day of the week 
the original violation took place, a Friday. 

Order . For the reasons stated herein, the above-referenced license is in 
PROBATION for a period of one year to end on November 30, 2017. Should the 
licensee violate the terms of its license, c. 138, or any regulation of the ABCC dining 
such period, the license will be SUSPENDED for five (5) consecutive days to commence 
on a Friday, in addition to further penalties the licensee may face for a future violation. 

Licensee is hereby advised of their right to appeal this decision to the 
ABCC within five (5) business days of receiving this decision and order.

NARRATIVE 

On March 8,2017, 1 , Inspector Porciello along with Detective Sergeant 
Gallagher conducted alcohol compliance checks of restaurants and 
businesses licensed to sell and/or serve alcohol in Arlington. We worked 
with 2 juvenile operatives. One operative was a male parly and the second 
operative was a female. The operatives were the same that were used in 
alcohol compliance checks assigned to incident numbers 17005217 and 
17005303. Prior to conducting the checks both operatives were breath 
tested using tlie portable breath test. The female blew a o .00 (test ill) and 
the male also blew a 0.00 (test 112). The operatives were then 
photographed, Both parties removed all money and forms of identification 
from their possession and we secured the items and money in a gun locker 
with the Criminal Investigations Bureau. Ivy Laplante of the Arlington 
Youth and Safety Coalition had previously supplied us with money for past 
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compliance checks, The remaining $58.47 was used on today's date, The 
operatives were provided with 20 dollars prior to entering any 
restaiirant/business. 

The following is a list of restaurants/businesses that were open and 
compliance checks were completed resulting in NO VIOIATIONS. 

-At 4:28PM the operatives entered the Commune Kitchen located at 203 
A&B Broadway. No alcohol was served, 

-At 4:43PM the operatives entered Sugo Cucina Italiana located at 164. 
Mass Ave, No alcohol was served, 

-At 5:07PM the operatives entered Little Q Pot-Szchuan House located at 
196 Mass Ave. No alcohol was served. 

-At 5:12PM the operatives enteredRistorante Olivia located at 193-201 
Mass Ave. No alcohol was served. 

-At 5:15PM the operatives entered The Capital Theatre located at 204 
Mass Ave. No alcohol, was served. 

-At 5:48PM the operatives entered Sabzi located at 352A Mass Ave. No 
alcohol was served. 

Once back at the station th,e operatives were again breath tested using die 
portable breatb test. The female blew a 0.00 (test 113) and the male also 
blew a 0,00 (test 114). The operative's property was returned. 

The remaining $58.47 will be returned to Ivy Laplante.

Summary of Findings and Decision 

On June 19,2017, after proper notice and hearing, the Town of Arlington’s Board 
of Selectmen, in its capacity as a local liquor licensing authority (“LLA”), voted to 
revoke Arlington Liquors’ (a/k/a “Alexander Liquors”) license. The LLA’s decision is 
based upon the number and severity of alcohol and related violations within a short 
period of time, the most recent of which occurred while the license holder was on 
probation for a previous violation, as well as the license holder’s manifest lack of any 
plan or measures to address issues which have apparently led to multiple sales of tobacco 
and alcohol to underage persons and other illegalities on the premises. This body is well 
aware of the severity of this penalty, but found little basis in the License Holder’s 









testimony at hearing to allay its numerous concerns about the safe and effective 
management and exercise of the business and license at issue in the interests of the public 
good. 

Procedural History 

The Arlington Police Department (“Department”), as the duly appointed agent for 
the LLA, conducted annual alcohol compliance checks (a description of which is 

-I 

provided below) on February 27, 28, and March 8, 2017. The Department later notified 
the LLA of the results of those operations, advising the LLA of those licensees which 
failed the compliance check, including “Arlington Liquors.” In accordance with G.L. c. 
138, § 23(4), the Board scheduled a hearing on June 5, 2017, at approximately 7:15 p.m. 
to examine the alleged violations and consider whether or not any violation of c. 138, 
ABCC regulations, or LLA regulations occurred. The Licensee was notified of the 
hearing by certified letter dated May 15, 2017 and acknowledged receipt of same. The 
hearing was subsequently postponed until June 19, 2017, and licensee was notified 
accordingly. 

Questions Presented for Hearing 


(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
premises by sale or delivery of alcoholic beverages to persons under the 
age of 21 in violation of c. 138 § 34, as well as 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2), which 
prohibits any illegality on licensed premises? 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning the above- 
referenced license as a resuit, including a violation of probationary terms 
set forth at the Board’s November 14, 2016 hearing for an alcohol license 
violation by the license holder, approved and codified by the Board’s 
decision of November 28,2016? 
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License History & Prior Violations 


The LLA approved the transfer of the “all alcohol package store” license at issue 
to “Arlington Liquors d/b/a Alexander Liquors” and its owner and manager Mr. 
Alexander Kushnirsky by a 4-0 vote on August 22, 2011. Since that time, Arlington 
Liquors has been twice failed tobacco compliance checks, wherein cigarettes were sold to 
persons under the age of 21, in violation of the Arlington’s Regulation Restricting the 
Sale of Tobacco and Nicotine Delivery Products. Most recently, Arlington Liquors failed 
a tobacco compliance check on March 16, 2016; and the Arlington Board Health 
subsequently voted to issue a $ 100 fine and suspend tobacco sales at Arlington Liquors 
for seven (7) days on or about April 6, 2016.' See Board of Health Minutes & Decisions 
annexed hereto as Attachment “A.” Arlington Liquors had previously failed the same 
type of tobacco compliance check on January 7, 2013, resulting in a February 3, 2013 
fine and suspension of the same magnitude. See Attachment “A.” 

Moreover, on November 14, 2016 the Board of Selectmen, in its capacity as the 
LLA, determined that Arlington Liquors had violated the terms of its license and 204 
CM.R. 2.05(2), when its manager and owner (Mr. Kushnirsky) was found unresponsive 
and in possession of medical marijuana without a medical marijuana ID card (a then 
illicit substance), while also on the premises of his package store on or about February 
26, 2016. Based upon the evidence and testimony regarding the February 26, 2016 
incident, the LLA issued a five (5) day license suspension held in abeyance for a one-year 


1 It bears noting that according to Board of Health minutes of its April 6,2016 Hearing, Mr. Kushnirsky 
represented that he was unaware that the legal age required for sale of tobacco in Arlington is 21 years old. 
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probationary period to end on November 30, 2017. 2 3 See, November 28, 2016 LLA 
Decision Re: Arlington Liquors, annexed hereto as Attachment “B.” 

Evidence Presented 

The following documents were accepted and made part of the record: 

' (A) Arlington Police Department Reports Nos. 17005217 (February 27, 2017), 
17005303 (February 28, 2017), and 17006003 (March 8, 2017)(hereinafter 
“Incident Reports,” and annexed hereto as Attachment “C”). 

The following witnesses appeared and testified: 

(1) Arlington Police Department Inspector Stephen Porciello: summarized the 
annual alcohol compliance check operation and investigatory findings of the 
Department, especially information codified in Incident Report No. 17005303, 
which recorded the details of Arlington Liquors’ compliance check failure; and 

(2) Alexander Kushnirsky, Owner and Manager of Arlington Liquors: 
provided the Licensee’s recitation of events, information on his business practices 
regarding checking identification, and referenced physical evidence not presented 
to the LLA (video recordings allegedly capturing the sale of alcohol to 
compliance check operatives). 

2 Given the findings of the June 18,2017 Hearing in this matter, Arlington Liquors was noticed and did 
serve a five (5) day consecutive license suspension on or about June 23-27,2017 in satisfaction of this 
Board’s prior decision.

A transcript of such proceedings is also available upon request. 
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Findings of Fact 

On the basis of the evidence presented at the June 19, 2017 Hearing described 
above, and other judicially noticeable information, the LLA made the following findings 
of fact: 

1. On February 28, 2017, at approximately 4:48 p.m., Aldington Police 
Department, through Inspectors Stephen Porciello and Detective Sergeant 
Bryan Gallagher, conducted a nn ual alcohol compliance checks on thirteen 
(13) -of the Town’s restaurants licensed to sell alcoholic beverages for 
consumption on the premises under G.L. c. 138, § 12, and two (2) of the 
Town’s licensed package stores under G.L. c. 138 § 15. Previous 
compliance checks had been conducted for other restaurant, theater, and 
package store license holders on February 27, 2017, and subsequent 
checks were conducted on March 8, 2017. Porciello Testimony; Incident 
Report. 

2. The compliance check was conducted in similar fashion to previous 
checks conducted in Aldington, and in accordance with the Compliance 
Check Guidelines of the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission. 
Operatives are advised to make straight-forward orders for the purchase of 
alcohol and did not attempt to use fraudulent identification. Porciello 
Testimony; Incident Report. 

3. As paid of this compliance check, two underaged (teenage) operatives 
were sent into each establishment with no identification on the date in 
question. The operatives attempted to purchase alcoholic beverages in

each establishment. At the Licensed Premises on February 28, 2017, the 
two operatives purchased one (1) six-pack of Bud Light cans from a 
cashier later self-identified as Almaz Imanlieve to APD. The operatives 
paid for the six-pack and received change along with a receipt. The 
operatives left the package store to return immediately thereafter with the 
APD personnel and notify Arlington Liquors of the violation. Porciello 
Testimony; Incident Report. 

4. Mr. lamnlieve acknowledged the sale, but believed he had seen the 
operatives “in the business in the past.” Incident Report. 

5. These operatives are, in the opinion of Inspector Porciello, underage in 
physical appearance. Porciello Testimony. 

6. The Licensed Premises has been operated by the present license holder 
since August of 2011. It has not previously failed an alcohol compliance 
check. The Licensed Premises was previously determined to have 
violated state and local alcohol regulations at a November 14, 2016 
hearing of die LLA, when the owner and manager of the Licensed 
Premises was found to have been in illegal possession of medical 
marijuana without a authorized patient identification card on or about 
February 26, 2016. Moreover, the Licensed Premises has a record of at 
least two (2) prior violations of tobacco sales laws and regulations 
(including one in the last year), having similarly sold cigarettes to persons 
under the legal age for purchase without checking identification in 
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compliance checks conducted by the Town Health and Human Services 
Department. See Attachments “A,” and “B.” 

7. The Licensee did not dispute Inspector Porciello’s basic facts and 
conclusions, or that the violation set forth in the Incident Report occurred. 
Kushnirsky Testimony. 

8. The Licensee reported that his employee, Mr. Imanlieve, has worked for 
him in a similar capacity for approximately eight (8) years. Kushnirsky 
Testimony. 

9.. Mr. Kushnirsky admitted that the female operative looked “very young,” 
but believed the male operative looked older because he was bald. 
Kushnirsky Testimony. 

10. Mr. Kushnirsky asserted that he takes underage service very seriously, 
continuously trains his employees in checking for identification, that they 
are “on top” of identification checks, and that his employees pro vide APD 
with confiscated fake IDs. Kushnirsky Testimony. 

11. However, APD did not corroborate receipt of fake IDs on a routine basis 
from the Licensee, if at all; and Mr. Kushnirsky acknowledged that the 
Licensee does not keep logs of underage customer incidents. Porciello 
Testimony; Kushnirsky Testimony. 

12. Furthermore, Mr. Kushnirsky suggested that underage service would not 
occur if the Town of Arlington’s or larger community’s alcohol policies 
were different. Kushnirsky Testimony. 
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13. Moreover, Mr. Kushnirsky expressed his view that this is an “isolated 
incident,” but did not outline any plans to change policy or practices at the 
Licensed Premises. Knshnirslcy Testimony. 


Conclusion 


On the basis of the findings of fact recited above, the LLA made the following 
conclusions on the Questions Presented: 

(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
premises by sale or delivery of alcoholic beverages to persons under the 
age of 21 in violation of c. 138 § 34, as well as 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2), which 
prohibits any illegality on licensed premises? 

Yes. 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning the above- 
referenced license as a result, including a violation of probationary terms 
set forth at the Board’s November 14, 2016 healing for a previous alcohol 
license violation by the license holder, later codified by the Board’s 
decision of November 28, 2016? 

Revocation of the License. Revocation shall be stayed until either the 
expiration of the statutory appeal period, or should the Licensee 
appeal the decision to the ABCC, the outcome of such appeal 
proceedings. 

However, the five (5) day suspension held in abeyance for violation of 
the probationary terms set forth for a prior violation of alcohol laws 
and regulations shall be served immediately. 


Discussion 

Sections 12 and 34 of Chapter 138 of the General Laws prohibit sale or delivery 
of alcoholic beverages to any person under 21 years of age. G.L. c. 138, §§ 12, 34. It is 
undisputed that on February 28, 2016, two underaged persons were sold alcoholic 
beverages by the Licensee’s staff on the Licensed Premises. This sale was in violation of 
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Chapter 138, as well as the regulations of the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission 
at 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2). 

The LLA has the authority to grant, revoke and suspend licenses. Their powers 
are authorized “to serve the public need and ... to protect the common good.” G.L. c. 138, 
§23, as amended through St. 1977, c. 929, §7. “[T]he purpose of discipline is not 
retribution but the protection of the public.” Arthurs v. Bd. of Registration in Medicine, 
383 Mass. 299,317(1981 ). 

The LLA has adopted a policy governing the sale of alcoholic beverages by 
package stores. See Alcohol Licenses and Regulations, at Policies, Rules, and 
Regulations of Alcohol Licenses for Package Stores (revised January 12, 2015) 
(“Policy”). The Policy provides that a first offense of serving alcohol to an underaged 
person will presumptively lead to a license suspension of three to five days to commence 
on the same day of the week as the violation. See Policy at p. 14. However, such 
presumptive policy does not limit the Board’s discretion to “impose some other type of 
penalty in place of license suspension if the Board concludes that another penalty is 
appropriate.” See Policy at p. 14. 

In fixing the penalty for sales to underage individuals, the Board may consider the 
following factors: 

(a) licensee’s policies and procedures and application of those policies and 

procedures to guard against service to underage individuals; 

(b) severity and type of offense; 

(c) efforts made to identify purchasers of alcohol; 

(d) appearance of the underage purchaser of alcohol; 

(e) quality of the evidence of a violation; 

(f) circumstances of the case; and 

(g) number and nature of licensee’s previous violations. 

Id. 
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Applied to facts before the LLA, it is not disputed by any party that the Licensee 
violated State Law, ABCC regulations, and the Town’s regulations and policies by 
selling alcohol to underaged persons. The well-documented operation, conducted at 
dozens of license holding establishments over three days, and in accordance with ABCC 
and LLA guidelines and policies, manifestly demonstrates a violation for which there is 
no justification. 

By the Owner and Manager’s admission, one of the two operatives looked “very 
young.” The only explanation offered by. the cashier, Mi'. Imanlieve (an 8-year employee 
of the License Holder), was that the operatives appeared to be repeat customers. There 
was no attempt whatsoever to check for identification. The operatives did not present, 
nor were they carrying fraudulent identification. Nonetheless, other testimony by the 
Owner and Manager, Mr. Kushnirsky, was at best confused, and at worst attempted 
deflect responsibility for the violation onto the underaged operatives in confounding 
fashion. 

Furthermore, Mr. Kushnirsky outlined no plans whatsoever to alter current 
policies and practices at the Licensed Premises in response to this violation, or other 
violations. He testified about training practices, but presented no documentary evidence 
of such practices. I-Ie contended that he turned over confiscated fake IDs to APD 
routinely, but APD could not corroborate same, and Mr. Kushnirsky acknowledged that 
he keeps no logs of incidents regarding attempted purchases by underage persons. 

In light of the lack of mitigating factors for this specific violation or any new 
plans to address the concerns raised by the second violation within one calendar year, the 
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T.T. A is particularly disturbed by die timeline of violations involving sales of controlled 
products to imderage persons and/or more serious incidents, which is as follows: 

■ August 2011, Mr. Kushnirsky is approved by the LLA the License for 
the Licensed Premises; 

■ January 7,2013, the Licensed Premises fails a first Tobacco Compliance 
Check; 

o February 3, 2013 Tobacco Sale Suspension Hearing and Order; 

* February 26, 2016, incident regarding the Owner and Manager’s 
possession of medical marijuana without a medical marijuana ID card on 
the licensed premises; 

o November 14, 2016 LLA hearing and November 28, 2016 
Decision finding a violation and imposing a suspended 5-day 
suspension for a 1-year probationary period; 

■ February 28, 2017, the Licensed Premises fails the Alcohol Compliance 
Check subject to this decision; 

■ March 16, 2017, the Licensed Premises fails a second Tobacco 
Compliance Check; 

o April 6,2017 Tobacco Sale Suspension Hearing and Order. 

This timeline of events demonstrates three (3) incidents of the sale of either alcohol or 
tobacco products to underaged persons since 2013, two of which occurred less than one 
(1) month apart, in addition to a serious incident involving possession of a then illicit 
drug on the premises by the Owner and Manager. The decision placing the Licensed 
Premises on probation for possession of the illicit substance had been issued only four (4) 
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months prior to failing the alcohol compliance check which brings the Licensee back 
before this LLA. 

The afore-described pattern of violations and lack of any meaningful assurance 
that the conditions that allowed for same have or will be addressed offers substantial 
evidence that the public good is jeopardized by the License Holder’s continued operation 
of Arlington Liquors. In isolation, the violation at issue presents a far different matter for 
consideration. However, the LLA pauses to emphasize that $200 in fines, 14-days of 
suspended cigarette sales, and 5-days of suspended alcohol sales have been meted out to 
the Licensee since February of 2013, and that the nature of the February 2016 incident 
has no precedent in recent memory for an establishment that remains in operation. 

Based on such facts alone, a three to five day suspension is not sufficient to 
protect the public good, such measures already clearly having failed to insure future 
lawful compliance. The unquestionable facts of this most recent violation, its consistency 
with a pattern of violations, and the lack of a clear or meaningful plan to address it 
provide the basis needed to make revocation of the license is necessary. 

Order 

For the reasons stated herein, the above-referenced license is REVOKED 
pending the expiration of the statutory appeal period, or should the Licensee appeal this 
decision to the ABCC, the outcome of such appeal proceedings. The License Holder 
shall surrender his license and cease all alcohol sales at such time as his rights to appeal 
have been exhausted.

The five (5) day suspension held in abeyance for violation of the probationary 
terms set foith for a prior violation of alcohol laws and regulations shall be served 
immediately. 4 

Licensee is hereby advised of his right to appeal this decision to the 
ABCC within five (5) business days of receiving this decision and order.

December 12,2012 meeting minutes were approved with the following edits: hi agenda item II: removal of the second 
reference “to a minor”; in agenda item IH: removal of “has become problematic” and replace with “was in violation of the 
1999 Food Code”, in sentence 6: “order” change to “ordered”. 

M r. A nthony Caliendo, Owner of 20 Belknap, made a request to move his hearing for a variauce from the housing code up 
on the agenda so that he could attend a zoning meeting in the Town of Lexington. Mr. Caliendo stated he would need to 
leave by 7:00PM. Dr. Fitzpatrick, Chair stated that the Board would proceed with the current layout of the agpnda because 
be was confident that they would be able to get to his request before 7:00PM. 

Inspector Waden reported that on January 7, 2013 a tobacco comp liance check was conducted by the Health Department, 
in which a minor was used to attempt to purchase cigarettes at 25 establishments. One establishment was closed at the time 
of inspection. A total of 11 establisiunents out of 24 sold cigarettes to said minor. The minor was a 17 year old male and 
was trained by Health Department staff on tobacco compliance checks in accordance with MDPH Tobacco Control 
Program guidelines. Said minor purchased a package of Marlboro cigarettes at Little Joe’s Convenience Stoie at 3.47PM. 
The minor was not asked his age or for identification. Ranbir Rai was present for the hearing and stated that this 
establishment has not violated in 6 years and that this was a mistake. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco 
permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in accordance with 
Mass State Law. Health Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said 










suspension. 


On January 7, 2013 at 3:53PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Arlington Liquors. The minor was 
not asked his age or for identification. Nobody from the establishment was present during the hearing. Dr. Walsh-Condon 
requested that the Board of Selectmen’s Office be notified of the sale to a minor and that additional training be conducted 
with this establishment, as it is under new ownership. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 
days in accordance with Arlington's Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. 
Health Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7, 2013 at 4:00PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Mystic Street Gulf. The minor was 
not asked his age or for identification. Michael Elakis was present for the hearing and stated that the clerk did not do his job 
in checking for identification. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with 
Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health Department 
staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 


On January 7, 2013 at 4:15PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Arlington Shell. The minor was not 
asked his agp or for identification. Ana Sofia Khouri, owner, was present for the hearing and stated that this was the first 
violation for them, but that clerk had been working at this location for a long time. The Board unanimously voted to 
suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in 
accordance with Mass State Law. Health Department .staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation 
date of said suspension. 

On January 7, 2013 at 4:31PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at CVS Pharmacy, 833 Mass Ave. The 
minor was not asked his age or for identification. Jani Fowler, Store Manager, was present for the hearing and stated that all 
new employees go through training when they are first hired. In accordance with corporate policy, the employee was 
terminated. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s 
Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $ 100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health Department staff will 
contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 


On January 7, 2013 at 4:41PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Symmes Mini Mart. The minor was 
not asked his age or for identification. Ray Laham was present for the hearing and stated that the clerk used bad judgment, 
there were two clerks at the time and one thought the other checked for identification. 1 he Board unanimously voted to 
suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and the issuance ol a 
$100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the 
implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7,2013 at 4:51PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Walgreens, 324 Mass Avc. The 
minor was not asked his age or for identification. Mike Porcaro, Store Manager, was present for the hearing and stated that 
all staff has been retrained and the clerk who sold to the minor was disciplined with a final written warning The Board 
unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations 
and the issuance of a $100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health Department staff will contact the establishment 
to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7, 2013 at 4:58PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Mass Convenience, 245 Mass Ave. 
The minor was not asked his age or for identification. Davindar Sharma, owner, was present for the hearing and stated that 
all the tools are in place, the clerk has worked there for over 10 years and lie just made a mistake. The Board unanimously 
voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a 
$ 100 fine in accordance with M ass State Law, Health Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the 
implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7, 2013 at 5:06PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Dagg’s. The minor was not asked his 
age or for identification. Musfiqur Rahman was present for the hearing and stated that his father was helping him out and 
used bad judgment and that it was an honest mistake. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 
days in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in accordance with M ass State Law. 









Health Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7,2013 at 5:19PM said minor purchased a pack: of Marlboro cigarettes at Boyle’s Market. The minor was not 
asked his age or for identification. Tarsem Singh was present for the hearing and stated that the clerk was a new employee 
who had been trained, but that he made a mistake. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days 
in accordance with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. 
Health Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 

On January 7,2013 at 5:31PM said minor purchased a pack of Marlboro cigarettes at Arlington Gulf. The minor was not 
asked his age or for identification. Adnan Rahim was present for the heal ing and stated that there was confusion between 
the gas attendant and the mechanic. The Board unanimously voted to suspend the tobacco permit for 7 days in accordance 
with Arlington’s Tobacco Control Regulations and issue a $100 fine in accordance with Mass State Law. Health 
Department staff will contact the establishment to determine the implementation date of said suspension. 

Alex Kurslinisky, owner of Arlington Liquor’s, introduced himself at the end of the tobacco hearings. The Board reviewed 
the disciplinary action that had been voted on for this establishment. 

(a) Inspector Waden reviewed the Draft regulations for Restricting the Sale of Tobacco Products and Nicotine Delivery 
Products in the Town of Arlington. DJ Wilson from Mass Municipal Association was also present to help facilitate the 
discussion of the regulations. The following areas were discussed in detail: Section A: Statement of Purpose, the Boatd 
would like to keep the current language, as it proves the need to implement all aspects of this regulation. Section D: 

Tobacco and Nicotine Delivery Product Sales Prohibited: The Board would like to increase the age of tobacco sales from 18 
to 21. DJ Wilson provided an overview of how the Town ofNeedham implemented this over a few years. The Board 
approved the language. The Board would like to include language requiring the establishment to p ost signage about tobacco 
cessation. Inspector Waden will present draft language to the Board at the next meeting requiring signage for sales to 
persons under age 21. SECTION E: TOBACCO AND NICOTINE DELIVERY PRODUCT SALES PERMITS: the fee for 
a p ermit will remain at $500. Furthermore, the Board would like to change the mandatory retailer training to annually, 
change the number of permits to 19 for cappingpurposcs; and reduce the number of permits to 15 by 2018. SECTION F: 
CIGAR SALES REGULATED: The Board request that item 2b and 2c be removed SECTION O: VIOLATIONS, when 
considering cumulative violations the Board would like to review a 36 month violation history as opposed to a 24 month 
histoiy, continue with fine schedule of $100, $200, $300, remove “a minimum” from item lc, and add language (“or failure”) 
to item 2 as requested by Town Counsel. 

(b) DJ Wilson reviewed the proposed draft regulations Prohibiting Smoking in Workplaces and Public Places. The following 
areas were discussed in detail: SECTION 4: SMOKING PROHIBITED, DJ Wilson exp tained that it might be difficult for staff 
to enforce item (d) as it pertains the prohibition of smoking within 15 feet of an entranceway accessible to the pubic. The 
Board tabled this discussion until the next meeting 

The Board agreed to hear agenda item XVI and XVII concerning an update on one property (18 Belknap) and a variance 
request on another property (20 Belknap) both owned by Mr. Anthony Caliendo. 

Inspector Feeney provided the Board with an up date residing existing violations concerning 18 Belknap Street that have 
not been corrected. Feeney first read two letters into the record, one from a group of neighbors revealing their concerns 
about disruptive tenants and maintenance of the property and the other from Deputy Chief James Bailey regarding the fire 
alarm system, the front stairwell and the rear file escape. M r. Caliendo stated that he has no authority to do anything about 
the tenants and insists that Ills building is well maintained. Feeney reviewed with the Board that Mr. Caliendo had 
requested a hearing at the last meetingto discuss violations pertaining to the fire escape and lack of an automatic door- 
locking mechanism. At that hearing the Board voted to uphold the order to correct that had previously been issued by 
Inspector Feeney. M r. Caliendo reported that he would be filing an appeal to the BBRS concerning the automatic lock, and 
that he was still working on the repairs to the fire escape. Feeney displayed pictures of the repairs that had currently been 
made to the fire escape, to which the Board deemed unacceptable. Mr. Caliendo stated that lie is a licensed contractor and 
that according to the regulations it is in compliance. The Board requested a recommendation from Feeney concerning the 
next steps. Feeney recommended that the health department move forward with filing a complaint in court for failure to 
correct these violations within the allotted time frame. The Board unanimously approved the recommendation. 

Inspector Feeney provided the Board with a copy of the Order letter dated January 15,2013 addressed to propeity owner 
Anthony Caliendo. Feeney went on to explain that Mr. Caliendo is requesting a variance from item #3, the installation of 









mechanical ventilation in the bathroom that exhausts to the exterior. Occupant Sankar Marichamy was present at the 
hearing and explained that his daughter lias asthma and that the second hand smoke, which he believes is coming from the 
neighboring unit, entering tluougli his bathroom, makes it difficult for his daughter to breathe. Feeney exp Iained in a memo 
to the Board that there is no duct work for the fan and it appears that the air being removed horn the bathroom is being 
pushed into the open wall cavity. Mr. Caliendo stated that he has never had any complaints regarding this matter and that 
because the house is over 100 years old; it is not possible to make the repair. Dr. Fitzpatrick requested that the health 
department staff contact the building department to conduct an inspection to determine if it would be possible. Director 
Connolly explained that it would not likely be possible to have the building inspector out at this property. Feeney 
exp Iained that a professional such as an IiVAC person would be able to provide feedback to the owner on how such repairs 
could be made. Therefore, the Board unanimously voted to deny the variance. 

Agenda item XIV: Medical Marijuana. DJ Wilson provided an overview of the status of medical marijuana by stating the 
following: As of 1/1/13 Mass Department of Public Health has 90 days to write regulations, at this time, it does not look 
like the first dispensaries will he opening until early fall, Mass Department of Public Health is looking at sample regulations 
from Maine, Colorado and New Mexico. Juliana Rice, Town Counsel mentioned that there arc two warrant articles being 
proposed before Town meeting, 1. Which will establish zoning requirements for dispensaries’ and 2 . In the event that 
regulations are not in place, this would provide a local moratorium on allowing dispensaries to open until the proper 
regulations are in place. 

Inspector Feeney led the discussion of the draft Bodywork regulations, explaining that at this time there are no State model 
regulations for Bodywork; therefore, best practices horn the Towns of Newton and Belmont were taken under 
consideration when drafting these regulations. Feeney explained that the need for such regulations was discovered during 
compliance checks that were conducted by a State inspector and a local police officer. During these checks most therapists 
identified themselves as body workers as opposed to Massage Therapists, as Body Workers are exempt from the state 
massage law, Dr. Walsh asked about the inclusion of Reiki in these Regulations, and recommended staff reaches out to the 
school of acupuncture for guidance and assistance. Feeney agreed to reach out to local experts and stakeholders, and to 
revise according to the Board’s comments; he also stated the Regulations were created in an expedited fashion and would be 
revised for the next meeting. 

Juliana Rice, Town Counsel, reported to the Board that a group of High School Students proposed a warrant article for 
Town Meeting to restrict the use of water bottles less than 1 liter. 

Environmental updates were tabled until the next meeting. 

Restaurant updates: Feeney reported that Family Injera installed a grease trap, and that Arlington Restaurant and Diner has 
been working with a consultant. Inspector Waden reported on the following establishments: Barismo moved one door down 
fr om their previous location, Napoli Pizza is under new ownership, Wings Over Arlington has opened, Something Sweet 
Without Wheat has opened. In addition Waden reported that plans for Menotomy Grill and Tavern, Frozland and 
Sczechuan’s Dump ling have been approved. The following establishment did not renew their food permits for 2013: Nana’s 
Market, Jade Garden, Gemma, Foodmaster and Ada-Lula Pastry. Lastly, Whole Foods plans to open in theFoodmaster 
location by September.

Meeting called to order by Dr. Marie Walsh Condon at 5:35 pm. 

A Motion was made by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, which was seconded by Mr. Kenneth Kohlberg, to approve the 
February 3,2016 meeting minutes as amended. 

Vote: Motion approved unanimously (3-0) 



Hearing: Boyles Market: Tobacco/Nicotine Delivery Product Sales Violation 

Mr. James Feeney informed the Board that during a compliance check on March 16, 2016, a 19 year old male 
agent entered Boyles at 9:41am, and purchased a "Blu" e-cigarette (e-cig) Rom an adult female clerk who asked 
the agent for his identification. Mr. Feeney delivered a fine of $100 to Boyles and presented a letter to appeal- at 
this hearing for violating the Arlington Regulation Restricting the Sale of Tobacco and Nicotine Delivery 
Products, which prohibit the sale of tobacco and nicotine delivery products to anyone under the age of 21. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon asked the store's representative, Mr. Tarsem Singh, if he would like to speak to the Board and 
address the violations referenced. Mr. Tarsem Singh stated the female clerk who sold the product has worked at 
the Medford location for over 1 year, and was called in to work in the Arlington location on March 16. It is to be 
noted that the city of Medford has regulations restricting the sale of tobacco products to age 18. The adult female 
clerk, Ms. Theresa Campbell, was present at the meeting and apologized for her mistake. 









Dr. Walsh-Condon then asked the manager what his plans were to prevent this from happening in the future. Mr. 
Tarsem Singh stated he would do better to inform all his workers about the local regulations in each community, 
and explore establishing a store policy to punish the clerks who violate regulations. Mi*. Tarsem Singh stated since 
the law came into effect in March 2015, there have been no problems at the store. Dr. Walsh-Condon noted 
Boyles Market has had no prior violations. Dr. Fitzpatrick commented on the price of the device, noting it cost 
$10,51 for the e-cig. 

A Motion was made by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, which was seconded by Mr. Kohlberg, to approve the minimum 
penalty of a $100 fine with a 7-day suspension of tobacco sales to be determined by the Health Compliance 
Officers. 

Vote: Motion Approved Unanimously (3-0) 


Hearing: Little Joe's Convenience: Tobacco/Nicotine Delivery Product Sales Violation 

Mr. Feeney informed the Board that during a compliance check on March 16, 2016, a 19 year old male agent 
entered Little Joe's Convenience at 9:06am and purchased a "BIu" e-cigarette (e-cig) from an adult male clerk 
who asked the agent for his identification. Mr. Feeney delivered a fine of $100 to Little Joe's and presented a 
letter to appear at this hearing for violating the Arlington Regulation Restricting the Sale of Tobacco and Nicotine 
Delivery Products, which prohibit the sale of tobacco and nicotine delivery products to anyone under the age of 
21 . 

Dr. Walsh-Condon asked the store's representative, Mr. Ranbiv Rai, if he would like to speak to the Board and 
address the violations referenced. Mr. Rai stated the male clerk made an error, and he has already addressed the 
issue with the clerk. Mr. Rai noted Little Joe’s did have a prior violation in 2007. 

Dr. Walsli-Condon then asked the owner what his plans were to prevent tliis from happening in the future. Mr. 
Rai stated he would discuss the Town regulations with his clerks again, and was not aware that the clerk who 
violated the regulation checked the agent's ID. Dr. Walsh-Condon reminded Mr. Rai it is his responsibility as the 
owner to ensure the clerks know the laws in Town. 

A Motion was made by Mr. Kenneth Kohlberg, which was seconded by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, to approve the 
minimum penalty of a $100 fine with a 7-day suspension of tobacco sales to be determined by the Health 
Compliance Officers. 

Vote: Motion Approved Unanimously (3-0) 


Hearing: Arlington Liquors: Tobacco/Nicotine Delivery Product Sales Violation 

Mr. Feeney informed the Board that during a compliance check on March 16, 2016, a 19 year old male agent 
entered Arlington Liquors at 9:14am and purchased "Marlboro” cigarettes from an adult female clerk who did not 






ask the agent for his identification. Mr, Feeney delivered a fine of $100 to Arlington Liquors and presented a 
letter to appeal' at this hearing for violating the Arlington Regulation Restricting the Sale of Tobacco and Nicotine 
Delivery Products, which prohibit the sale of tobacco and nicotine delivery products to anyone under the age of 
21 . 

Dr. Walsh-Condon asked the store's representative (the owner), Mr. Alex Kushnirsky, if he would like to speak to 
the Board and address the violations referenced. Mr. Kushnirsky stated he was not aware the Town regulations 
were to prohibit sales under 21, and thought it was only 18+. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon then asked the owner what his plans are to prevent this from happening in the future. Mr. 
Kushnirsky stated he will conduct a new training of staff and check to see if it was an isolated incident. Dr. 
Fitzpatrick commented with a concern that the owner does not know about Town tobacco regulations. Mr. 
Kushnirsky informed the Board his manager went to the Tobacco Retailer Training, and he needed to speak to the 
manager about the new regulations. 

A Motion was made by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, which was seconded by Mr. Kenneth Kohlberg, to approve the 
mi nimum penalty of a $100 fine with a 7-day suspension of tobacco sales to be determined by the Health 
Compliance Officers. 

Vote: Motion Approved Unanimously (3-0) 


Hearing: Christo's Market: Tobacco/Nicotiuc Delivery Product Sales Violation 

Mr. Feeney informed the Board that on March 16, 2016, during a tobacco compliance check, a 19 year old male 
agent entered Christo's Market at 9:59am and purchased "Marlboro" cigarettes from an adult male clerk who 
asked the agent for his identification. Mr. Feeney delivered a fine of $100 to Christo's Market and presented a 
letter to appear at this hearing for then violation of Arlington regulations to prohibit the sale of tobacco to anyone 
under the age of 21. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon asked the store's representative, Mr. Chris Rozanitis, if he would like to speak to the Board 
and address the violations referenced, Mr. Rozanitis stated at the tune he sold to the agent, his mother was sick in 
the hospital and he was not thinking clearly. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon then asked the owner what his plans are to prevent this from happening in the future. Mr. 
Rozanitis promised to be more careful, especially when dealing with young customers. 

A Motion was made by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, which was seconded by Mr. Kenneth Kohlberg, to approve the 
minimum penalty of a $100 fine with a 7-day suspension of tobacco sales to be determined by the Health 
Compliance Officers. 

Vote: Motion Approved Unanimously (3-0) 


Hearing: Keeping of Hens - 18 Brattle St. #1 






Mr. Feeney informed the Board of Ms. Jess Lawrence’s application to keep hens on her property. He noted the 
plans as submitted in the application are compliant with the hen keeping bylaw, and comments from abutters were 
supportive of the application. Mr. Feeney questioned the current location of the coop, and noted, according to 
Town bylaws, the coop must be 6ft. from the property line. Ms. Lawrence infoimed the Board she has been 
unable to determine the exact location of the property line due to the brook. Dr. Walsh-Condon recommended Ms. 
Lawrence check with other Town departments to determine her exact properly line. 

A Motion was made by Mr. Kenneth ICohlberg, which was seconded by Dr. Michael Fitzpatrick, to approve the 
application for keeping of hens with the condition the coop is located 6 feet from the property line. 

Vote: Motion Approved Unanimously (3-0) 


Hearing: Variance Request: Minimum Standards for Swimming Pools: Float Tonic LLC. 

Mr. Feeney informed the Board that Mr. Stephen Tomadakis was ill and was unable to attend the hearing. The 
Board discussed the history of float tanks and examined other communities’ current regulation of these therapeutic 
pools. Dr. Walsh-Condon reaffirmed the notion that float tanks should not be exempt from the pool code. Dr. 
Fitzpatrick noted that the Board has previously set new regulations without precedent. Dr. Walsh-Condon 
reminded die Board this was a discussion only, not a hearing. 

Discussion: Regulation Restricting the Sale of Medical Marijuana 

Mr. Feeney infoimed the Board of additional regulations provided for review by Natick. The Board discussed 
having Mr. Feeney amend the current draft Regulation to include the following: requiring fire extinguishers at 
home cultivation sites, allowing violations of the State regulation to also be considered violations of the local 
Regulation, requiring the dispensary to notify the Board of any Department of Public Health visit within 24 hours, 
signage prohibiting entrance to the dispensary to anyone without a valid Registration Card, and requiring a 
dispensary to deliver products to those with a verified hardship. 


The Board discussed comments made during the public hearing on the draft Regulation at the previous Board of 
flealth meeting. Mr. Kohlberg reminded the Board of the comments made by a resident who believed limiting the 
supply of marijuana to 30 days could create a hardship for those who will have difficulty accessing the dispensaty 
more frequently. Dr. Walsh-Condon stated tire restriction of medical marijuana to a 30-day supply is warranted 
because prescriptions for controlled substances have historically been limited to 30 days. Dr. Walsh-Condon also 
noted the requirement for a dispensary to deliver to any patients who are unable to physically access the 
dispensary. 

A comment was made at the public hearing regarding the possibility of disallowing a dispensary from engaging in 
the future sale of recreational marijuana. Mr. Feeney reminded the Board this Regulation pertained only to the 
sale of medical marijuana, and they would not be able to disallow an activity that is considered legal. 







Mi'. Kohlberg suggested tlie word "medical" be added throughout the Aldington Regulation to alleviate any 
confusion between medical marijuana regulations and recreational marijuana. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon asked how the Board will regulate "edible" medical marijuana products. Mr. Feeney noted that 
the FDA states marijuana is not a food and therefore cannot be regulated under FDA code, but the Board can still 
ensure the food preparation is safe and sanitary. Dr. Walsh-Condon suggested the Board adds a provision that 
references the minimum standards of food preparation when preparing medical marijuana edibles. 

Dr. Walsh-Condon noted due to no substantial changes in the Regulation, the next Board meeting on May 18th 
will be a hearing to adopt the Regulation Restricting the Sale of Medical Marijuana. 


Discussion: 2013/2015 FDA Model Food Code 

Mrs. Waden informed the Board that Ms. Maureen Lee, a contracted health compliance officer, plans to facilitate 
the purchase and use of electronic software for Arlington inspections. Mis. Waden proposed Arlington should 
adopt the 2013 food code with 2015 addendums, similar to Newton and Cohasset. Mr. Feeney noted Arlington 
currently enforces the 1999 food code, which does not cover the specialized procedures being used today. Mr. 
Kohlberg commended Mrs. Waden on her proactive approach to adopting these new regulations. 


Discussion: Food Establishment Plan Review Policy 

Mi's. Waden discussed formalizing the current policy requiring food establishments that are changing ownership 
to undergo a plan review. This policy would require new owners to submit plan documents, procedutcs, menus, 
operations, etc. to the health compliance officers before officially re-opening establishment. 


Environmental Updates 
No environmental updates at this time. 

Restaurant Updates 

Mrs. Waden informed the Board that Fashion Cake Boutique has closed, and the food establishment formerly 
known as Zocalo will reopen as The Commune Kitchen. 

Public Health Nurse Updates 

Mrs. Waden informed the Board: 

• An 8 year old boy recently passed away. The boy had been diagnosed with influenza but also had 
underlying medical conditions. 

• There has been a flu spike in Arlington - 57 confirmed cases since September 2015. 







Arlington still has state supplied flu vaccine and the Public Health Nurse, Mis. Kara Katz, has been 
contacting local physician's offices for distribution. 

3 confirmed cases of mumps in Arlington.

On November 14, 2016, after proper notice and hearing, the Town, of Arlington’s 
Board of Selectmen, in its capacity as local liquor licensing authority (“LLA”), 
unanimously voted to impose a five (5) day license suspension held in abeyance for a 
one-year probationary period to end on November 30, 2017. Should this LLA find the 
license holder in violation of G.L, c. 138, any regulation promulgated by the Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission (“ABCC”) or its o wn regulations, within such a period. 










the license shall be immediately suspended for five (5) days in addition to any suspension 
or other sanction for the new violation. 

It is also tile expectation of this Board, that the license holder make arrangements 
to bring the licensed premises into compliance with sign regulations codified in the 
Town’s Zoning Bylaws, and up to the standards expected of license-holders in Arlington 
generally. 

In accordance with G.L. o. 138, § 23, the LLA hereby provides this statement of 
reasons for its action. . 

Procedural History . Following a thorough investigation, including interviews, 

f 

reviews of pertinent local and state records, and further evidence collected, by the 
Arlington Police Department (“Department”), it was determined that on or about the 
evening of February 26, 2016, Arlington Liquors staff called the Department for 
assistance with a medical emergency on the licensed premises - 94B Summer Street, 
Arlington. APD Patrolman Officer Scott Urquhart along with Sergeant Gregory Flavin 
responded and rendered aid to the license holder, Mr. Alex Kushnirsky. In the process of 
rendering such aid, 60 milligrams of edible marijuana was recovered from Mr. 
Kushnirsky’s person. Subsequent investigation confirmed that Mr. Kushnirsky was not 
then licensed or otherwise permitted to possess medical marijuana under the 
Commonwealth Medical Use of Marijuana program. 

As a duly appointed agent for the LLA, the Department in conjunction with the 
Arlington Legal Department recommended a hearing to determine if any violations of 
state or local alcohol laws occurred. 
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In accordance with G.L. c. 138, § 23(4), the Board convened a hearing on 
November 14,2016, at approximately 7:15 p.m. to consider whether or not any violation 
of c. 138, ABCC regulations or LLA regulations occulted at Arlington Liquors on the 
evening at issue. The licensee was notified of the hearing by certified letter dated 
November 2,2016 and acknowledged receipt of same. 

Questions Presented . 

(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
premises by an agent, manager, or employee’s possession of marijuana on 
the license premises under G.L. c. 138 sec. 64 and/or 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2), 
which prohibits any illegality on licensed premises? 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning the above- 
referenced license as a result of any such violation? 

Evidence . 

The following witnesses appeared and testified: 

(1) Police Officer Scott Urquhart, Arlington Police Department: summarized 
investigatory findings of the Department, including information codified in Incident 
Report No. 16004573 and relevant investigative supplements (“Incident Reports”). 1 

(2) Alexander Kusbnirsky Owner and Manager of Arlington Liquors with 
Robert Panico, Esq., Ms counsel provided lire Licensee’s recitation of events, evidence of 
mitigating circumstances, as well as a list of remedial actions taken in response to a 
number of issues raised during the hearing. 

Trinditips of Pact . On the basis of the evidence presented at the November 14, 
2016 Hearing described above, the LLA made the following findings of fact: 


1 The License Holder was provided a copy such incident reports in advance of the hearing 
by the Legal Department. 
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1. On February 26, 2016, at approximately 9:02 p.m. Sgt. Gregory Flavin 
and Officer Scott Urquhart were dispatched to 94 Summer Street 
(Arlington Liquors) to investigate a report of an unconscious person inside 
the premises. Incident Report; Urquhart Testimony. 

2. Upon arrival, APD personnel spolce with an Arlington Liquors employee, 
Roman Ivanov, who led tire officers to an office inside Arlington Liquors 
where owner/manager Alex Kushnirsky was found unresponsive. Incident 
Report; Urquhart Testimony. 

3. Arli ngton Liquors employee Almaz Imamaliev noted to officers that Mr. 
Kushnirsky had arrived at Arlington Liquors earlier that evening at 
approximately 6:30 p.m. and went into his office. Incident Report; 
Urquhart Testimony. 

4. Officer Urquhart rendered aid to Mr. Kushnh'sky, who was revived and 
received further assistance from the Arlington Fire Department. Incident 
Report; Urquhart Testimony. 

5. However, a check of the immediate area in which officers found Mi 1 . 
Kushnirsky possessed 60 milligrams of "Kool Ballz” THC Edible 
Marijuana hr his pocket, which was seized and kept in evidence by APD. 
Incident Report; Urquhart Testimony. 

6. Mr. Kushnirsky did not deny possessing or consuming marijuana that 
evening, but denied consuming any other drugs. Incident Report; 
Urquhart Testimony; Kushnirslcy Testimony. 
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7, At the time of the incident in question, Mr. Kushnirslcy was not a 
registered medical use of marijuana patient in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts., but has since obtained a medical use of marijuana card to 
help manage a chronic condition which has required numerous surgical 
interventions. Incident Report; Urquhart Testimony; Kushnirslcy 
Testimony. 

8. The license holder has not had previous alcohol-related violations, but has 
been penalized for underage tobacco sales previously. Mi - , Kushnirslcy 
described remedial actions take to address such violations. Kushnirslcy 
Testimony. 


Conclusion . On the basis of the findings of fact recited above, tire LLA made the 
following conclusions on the Questions Presented: 

(1) Did a violation of the state liquor law occur on the above-referenced 
premises by an agent, manager, or employee’s possession of marijuana on 
the license premises under (f.L. c. 138 sec. 64 and/or 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2), 
which prohibits any illegality on licensed premises? 

Yes. 

(2) If so, what action, if any, will the LLA take concerning the above- • 

referenced license as a result? 

A five (5) day license suspension held in abeyance for a one-year 
probationary period to end on November 30,2017. 

Discussion. 

The ABCC and courts have long upheld that illegality on the premises of a 
licensed establishment may serve as grounds for modification, suspension, or revocation 
of a liquor license. 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2) states: 
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No licensee for the sale of alcoholic beverages shall permit any disorder, 

disturbance or illegality of any kind to take place in or on the licensed premises. 

The licensee shall be responsible therefor, whether present or not. 

To that end, "disorder, disturbance or illegality of any kind” includes the possession of 
illicit drugs and paraphernalia on licensed premises. See e.g,, Rico’s of the Berkshires, 

Inc. v. Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission, et al, 19 Mass. App. Ct. 1026, 477 

/ 

N.E. 2d 174 (l985)(possession of cocaine and drug paraphernalia on licensed premises 
by an employee sufficient for penalty under 204 CMR 2.05(2)), While the landscape 
regarding marijuana possession has changed in the Commonwealth, at the time of the 
incident in question it is beyond dispute that it was unlawful to possess one ounce or less 
marijuana pursuant to G.L c. 94C §32L. 

In the matter before this Board, it is uncontested that Mr. Kushnirsky, the owner 
and manager of Arlington Liquors possessed on his person a medical marijuana product 
without then being a registered medical marijuana cardholder in the Commonwealth, As 
such, there is no question that an illegality took place on the premises and the terms of 
Mr. Kushnirsky’s license were violated. The Board also found additional cause for 
concern in previous tobhcco sale violations and the general conditions of the licensed 
premises, which may be in violation of other Arlington rules and regulations with respect 
to signage and other matters. 

The Board appreciates that Mr 1 . Kushnirsky has taken steps to address some of 
these concerns, and further, that he obtained a personal medical marijuana card to help 
him manage the medical conditions he represents led to the mistakes he made in 
possessing marijuana on the premises on the evening hr question, We pause however to 
caution that a medical marijuana card is not a license to override the strictures of 204 
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C.M.R. 2.05(2), to work in the capacity as a liqnor store owner or manager while 
impaired by marijuana, alcohol, or any other substance. Nonetheless, we credit his 
testimony that he has taken steps to address his own mistake, and will rectify the 
appurtenant conditions of concern this Board raised to his attention. 

Therefore, considering all of the above-discussed evidence, the LLA chooses to 
issue a five (5) consecutive day suspension, to be held in abeyance for a one-year period 
of probation ending on November 30, 2017. Should any violation occur within that 
period, Arlington Liquors will serve said 5-days beginning on the same day of the week 
the original violation took place, a Friday. 

Order . For the reasons stated herein, the above-referenced license is in 
PROBATION for a period of one year to end on November 30, 2017. Should the 
licensee violate the terms of its license, c. 138, or any regulation of the ABCC during 
such period, the license will be SUSPENDED for five (5) consecutive days to commence 
on a Friday, in addition to further penalties the licensee may face for a future violation. 

Licensee is hereby advised of their right to appeal this decision to the 
ABCC within five (5) business days of receiving this decision and order.

The female blew a 0.00 (test 113) and the male also 
blew a 0,00 (test 114). The operative's property was returned.

I represent Alexander Kushnirsky dba Alexander Liquors located at 94B Summer Street, 
Arlington, MA (“ALEXANDER LIQUORS”) who, as you know, holds an all-alcoholic 
beverages license issued under section 15 of chapter 138 of the General Laws. 

I submit this memorandum in support of the request for the Arlington Board of Selectmen 
to reconsider, revise and amend the sanction of revocation of the license. 

I. THE ABCC’S PRIOR DECISIONS ON PENALTIES FOR FAILING 
COMPLIANCE CHECKS. 

The Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission (ABCC) for years has consistently 
disapproved the revocation of license for failing a compliance check. In their decisions 
spanning across the years, the ABCC has informed local licensing authorities of the public policy 
behind compliance checks and the role that measured, reasonable penalties play in that public 
policy. 


The ABCC has consistently instructed all licensees and all local licensing authorities that 
in reviewing the sanction imposed by a local licensing authority for a licensee failing a 
compliance check (also formerly referred to as a “sting”), 

[t]he Commission has consistently held that [t]he policy behind a "sting" 
operation should be the education of licensees in the risks associated with selling 
alcoholic beverages without requesting proof of age. In re: Assinippi Liquors, 
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Inc., Wareham (ABCC decision dated 06/08/2004), Epicure Package Store, supra. 
(ABCC decision dated 01/31/2007), See Saba Foodmarket, Inc., dba Bradford 
Shell (ABCC decision dated 05/16/2012). While small suspensions may further 
that purpose by imposing a consequence for taking a risk, a heavyhanded 
suspension does not. See Assinippi Liquors, supra. (ABCC decision dated 
06/08/2004 where Commission held that a twenty (20) day suspension of the 
alcoholic beverages license for a compliance check was unreasonable. The 
Commission found that a suspension of that length steps over the line of measured 
education and becomes unreasonably punitive.). See Saba Foodmarket, supra. 
(ABCC decision dated 05/16/2012 where the Commission held that a revocation 
of the alcoholic beverages license for a compliance check was unreasonable.) 

In 2007 and again in 2012, the Commission faced the same issue ... regarding a 
license revoked as a result of a failed compliance check. Epicure Package Store, 
supra., Saba Foodmarket, supra. In both instances, the Commission held that the 
penalty of revocation or cancellation of a license for a violation occurring solely 
as the result of a "sting" is draconian and unfair. Id. As such, the Commission 
finds that the penalty imposed by the Local Board in this matter is unreasonable. 

In rej Arslan , Inc. Dba Village Dairy, Grafton, MA (ABCC Decision dated April 23, 2014). 

This one decision of the ABCC, with its references to prior decisions dating back to 2004, clearly 
establishes the following principles of law: 

1) Small suspensions advance the public policy behind compliance checks, 

2) A 20-DAY suspension of license is not a small suspension but is unreasonably 
punitive; 

3) Draconian penalties do not advance the public policy behind a compliance 
check which is education; and, 

4) Revoking a license is a draconian penalty for failing a compliance check. 

II. ALEXANDER LIQUORS HAS BEEN EDUCATED IN THE RISKS OF NOT 
ASKING FOR IDENTIFICATION & HAS CHANGED ITS PROCEDURES. 

As a direct and proximate result of the compliance check, Mr. Kushnirsky has already 
executed changed in the policies, procedures and operations of his establishment. These 
changes include policy changes, information sharing practices, record creation practices, record 
retention practices, renewed education of both himself and his employees in server training 
procedures, and new, increased signage to provide additional warnings to individuals below the 
legal drinking age from attempting to obtain beverage alcohol in his establishment. 

A. Implemented Updated Policies and Operational Procedures. 

1. Mr. Kushnirsky has identified a guide that gives instruction on the best 
practices for selling alcohol while avoiding compliance issues and has 
already incorporated this into his operations. 
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2. New employees review this guide before they begin working their first 
shift. 

3. New employees do not work by themselves; they work with a more 
experienced employee who helps to advance and grow the new 
employee’s knowledge and awareness of the procedure to request and 
check Identification for proof of age. 

4. Monthly meetings are held with all employees in which awareness of 
compliance issues are discussed and employees are refreshed on the 
procedures. 

5. The Point of Sale Computer System is used to log identifications that 
are checked. Two (2) examples of this are attached to this 
memorandum at Tab 1. 

6. All employees sign a reminder pledge at the beginning of each shift 
regarding the policy on checking for identification for proof of age; 

An example of this pledge is attached to this memorandum at Tab 2. 

7. False identifications that are abandoned in the store after being 
challenged will be submitted to the Arlington Police Department along 
with a cover letter. An example of this cover letter is attached to this 
memorandum at Tab 3 along with copies of false identifications that 
will be submitted under this procedure. 

8. Mr. Kushnirsky will become a member of the Massachusetts Package 
Store Association to avail himself of their educational resources to re¬ 
train himself and his employees in safe sale and service of alcohol. 

9. Mr. Kushnirsky will take the initiative to secure a private training 
session before November 2017, which is the next regularly scheduled 
training session conducted by MassPack. 

10. New signage has been installed at the front, main entrance to the 
establishment. An example of this new signage is attached to this 
memorandum at Tab 4. 

Based on the above, it is requested that the Board of Selectmen reconsider, revise and 
amend the sanction of revocation of the license. 


I would be happy to discuss with you and the Board members this memorandum and any 
other information that may be helpful to the Board members in considering this request. 
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Please let me know if I can provide any additional information in advance of the meeting 


on Monday evening.

Traffic Signage Recommendation 


Adam- 

A resident along Venner Road recently brought to my attention concerns about a traffic condition at the 
intersection of Venner Road and the Concord Turnpike (access Road along Route 2). The resident stated he has 
witnessed on several occasions vehicles traveling down Venner (eastbound) toward Concord Turnpike and 
continuing, without stopping, straight toward Pleasant Street. This puts vehicles traveling the wrong way on 
Concord Turnpike for a short distance before they get to Pleasant. 

Based upon the resident’s first hand observations, I visited the 
location to evaluate the existing conditions. Without witnessing 
any actual violations, the area definitely can be confusing. Most 
signage indicating “Wrong Way” or “Do Not Enter” may only be 
noticed once a vehicle is already going the wrong way. I also 
noted that no “Stop” sign is present at the end of Venner at the 
intersection. The picture to the left shows the current conditions. 

While there is a sign indicating “No Left Turn”, due to the 
geometry of the intersection, it may be confusing as it almost 
appears the roads are merging and no turn is actually present. 
Below is a picture taken at a similar intersession, Rhinecliff and 
Concord Turnpike. 


The presence of a “Stop Sign” with a “One Way” sign 
affixed to the top seems a more appropriate treatment. 
Stopping will give drivers some time to observe their 
surroundings and the “One Way” sign at the same location 
makes it obvious there is only one option for moving 
forward. 

It is my recommendation that Public Works replace the 
“No Left Turn” sign at Venner with a “Stop” sign and 
“One Way” sign similar to that found at Rhinecliff.

Date: July 10, 2017 


On behalf of the Town Manager, I am pleased to submit for the Board’s consideration the following request to 
designate electric vehicle (EV) parking spaces in the Town’s largest public parking lot- the Russell Common Lot. The 
requested spaces would be demarcated with signage and pavement markings in conjunction with the proposed installation 
of level-2 electric vehicle supply equipment (EVSE), known more colloquially as an electric vehicle charging station, at 
the same lot as detailed herein. Specifically, the request is for two adjacent parking spots, as indicated on the map 
enclosed herewith, to be designated as Electric Vehicle Parking Only While Charging and enforceable as such under 
Article V: Parking, of the Town of Arlington Traffic Rules and Orders. For ease of reference, the spots would be proximal 
to those in the southwest ell currently designated for Zipcar use and conveniently located nearest the Jefferson Cutter 
House and the business district. 

As Members of the Board are aware, the Town has long been committed to purchasing fuel-efficient fleet 
vehicles, with a corresponding recent trend towards hybrid and battery EVs. Similarly, public EV ownership is on the rise 
locally. Taken together, this creates an increased demand for mixed-use EV charging infrastructure, especially as this 
rising trend is predicted to continue in the foreseeable future. This initiative reinforces the Town’s ongoing commitment 
to reducing its own greenhouse gas emissions through expanded EV infrastructure and supports the greater Arlington 
community in the same endeavor. Moreover, the availability of this amenity will make the core Arlington Center business 
district more inviting for EV drivers as the noted parking spaces and EVSE would not only be available to Town 
employees, businesses and nearby residents, but also more widely available for use by the general public as they conduct 
business. 

A capital appropriation was made during FY17 at the request of the Parking Implementation and Governance 
Committee to pursue the installation of a charging station. In an effort to leverage the capital funds, we successfully 
sought a Massachusetts Electric Vehicles Incentive Program (MassEVIP) grant through MassDEP in the amount of 
$3105.00, which will cover 50% of the EVSE equipment costs if approved for installation. 




The desired EVSE is from the CT4000 family manufactured by ChargePoint. ChargePoint operates an open 
network linking EV drivers with charging spots across the nation, including the spots available at WholeFoods in 
Arlington and the Ale wife MBTA Station in Cambridge. This EVSE is unique in that it operates via a widely available 
mobile app that provides a smart, networked solution for use, energy, cost and revenue monitoring. Given the networked 
capacity, the Town will have the ability to set pricing policy relative to current energy market conditions in order to cover 
the cost of providing the amenity to the public. It is worth noting current parking meter rates ($.50/hr.) will still apply. The 
EVSE would be bollard mounted, providing ports and cord management for two EVs at a time, and the designated parking 
spots would be striped and signed in accordance with industry standards. As a measure of EV-readiness, it is worth noting 
the underground electrical conduit will be oversized to accommodate possible system expansion in the future should the 
number of EVs, and the resultant demand for EVSE, continue to rise locally. Thank you for your consideration. 

This corresponding amendment to Traffic Rules and Orders, Article V: Parking, discussed above will be 
necessary to ensure the spots are available for the intended use via an enforceable parking restriction: 


Voted : That Article V, Section 15D of Traffic Rules and Orders be and is hereby amended as follows to add designated 
electric vehicle parking spaces: 

Section 15D. REGULATIONS IN MUNICIPAL PUBLIC PARKING PLACES 

(a) All existing statutes, rules, orders or regulations relative to the operation or use of vehicles shall apply insofar as they 
are applicable to Municipal Parking Places leased, owned or in any way under the control of the Town. 

(b) TRANSFERRING MERCHANDISE IN MUNICIPAL PUBLIC PARKING PLACES PROHIBITED - No vehicle 
used or designed for the transportation of goods, wares, or merchandise shall park or stop in any parking area owned, 
leased or in any other way under the control of the Town for the purpose of loading or unloading, exchanging or 
transferring from or to said vehicle, goods wares or merchandise. 

(c) PARKING OF COMMERCIAL VEHICLES LIMITED TO TWO (2) HOURS - No person shall park a trailer, tractor 
or any other vehicle specially designed for construction purposes or equipped to transport any materials or personal 
property and which vehicle has a maximum carrying capacity of over two thousand pounds within any public parking 
place at any time except that vehicles of the semi-convertible passenger type shall be permitted to park for a period not to 
exceed two (2) hours in any Municipal Public Parking Place owned, leased or in any other way under the control of the 
Town, unless express permission for special parking privileges is obtained from the Board of Selectmen. 

(d) In any Municipal Public Parking Place owned, leased or in any other way under the control of the Town, whether or 
not parking meters are installed therein, motor vehicles shall park wholly within a parking space duly designated for the 
parking of a vehicle by lines painted on the surface of the roadway and at no other place within said Municipal Public 
Parking Place. 

(e) No parking in a town-owned lot that is posted for permit parking only, from 1:00 am through 7:00 am. Permit 
required 

(f) No person shall stop, stand or park any vehicle other than an electric vehicle actively utilizing an electric vehicle 
charging station within any parking space marked or signed as reserved for “Electric Vehicle Parking Only While 
Charging.”

The statement calls “The Trump administration’s announcement [one that] undermines a key pillar 
in the fight against climate change [and a move which is] out of step with what is happening in the 
United States.” The signers all understand that the Paris Agreement is a blueprint for job creation, 
stability and global prosperity and that accelerating the United States’ clean energy transition is an 
opportunity - not a liability - to create jobs, spur innovation, promote trade and ensure American 
competitiveness. By declaring that “we are still in,” the signatories are putting the best interests of 
their constituents, customers, students and communities first while assuring the rest of the world 
that American leadership on climate change extends well beyond the federal government. 

In addition to this statement, since President Trump’s announcement to withdraw from the Paris 
Agreement, 211 Climate Mayors have adopted the Paris Agreement goals for their cities, 13
